Democrats cannot fail to be interested in the 
advice, instructions, plans and principles is- 
sued by William R. Hearst to his salaried repre- 
sentatives in charge of the monopolistic corpora- 
tion known as the Independence League. 

Mr. Hearst’s principles are subject to change, 
but if he makes himself understood in his most 
recent pronunciamento his main purpose is the 
same now as it has been for some time past, and 
that is to send the Democratic party to the politi- 
cal boneyard and to set up his own privately con- 
trolled Independence Leagug in its place. 

“It seems to me,” he writes to an emplove of 
of his League in Indianapolis, ‘that the new 
party movement should not be a third party 
movement long. If it is properly directed it will 
soon supplant one of the old parties and even 
become the dominant party of the nation.” 

Of course, it was not necessary to say that 
the party which Mr. Hearst hopes to supplant is 
the one that calls itself Democratic. He has 
seen that organizetion in the hands of runaway 
Populists and he is not without hope that it can 
be abducted once more. 

Few well-informed people would attempt to 
persuade Mr. Hearst himself that there is any- 
thing incongruous in his offering a close corpora- 
tion to the country as a safe and sure means of 
salvation, but it may be that there are Demo- 
crats here and there who may be induced to look 
upon the enterprise with disfavor. 

In the present temper of Americans, it is pos- 
sible that there will be_a disposition to draw the 
line at a private corporation equipped with an ir- 
revocable charter acting as one of the two his- 
toric parties. Mr. Hearst's greatness and good- 
ness and his almost incredible devotion the 
public welfare may readily be conceded, but. 
knowing corporations as they do. men are al- 
most certain to question the wisdom of placing 
one of these intangible entities in control of the 
Republic.

He 
has been a great traveler. If nd has ever made 
a serious mistake there is no record of the fact. 

During his long career John Mitchell figured 
always With credit to himself at both extreme 
of the social scale. He has been as much &at 
home, as modest, as helpful, as patriotic in gcon- 
ference with presidents, captalists and plutocrats 
as when in council with the humblest miners. He 
has been loyal to his trust, but he has been equal- 
ly loyal to his country. He has manifested wis- 
dom, patience and a sense of justice in all of 
which many a man enjoying greater opportuni- 
ties has shown a woful deficiency. If he ha8 not 
been an ideal labor leader we shall look in vain 
for his superior. 

The retirement of John Mitchell is a public ca- 
lamity.

MANKIND AND THE COOK. 

Judge Greenbaum of New /York’s Supreme 
bench, by way of begging young women to be- 
come good cooks, raises a pretty question of cause 
and effect when he undertakes to explain why ‘“‘the 
cooking is vile” in many homes. 

“Children are nourished improperly,” says he. 
“The wage-earner, the bread-winner, does not re- 
ceive proper food to sustain him. I have no doubt 
that many men go to saloons at night just because 
they are improperly nourished at home.” 

This plausible argument, like most others that 
proceed in circles, is.doubly interesting because 
reversible. Going around the other way, we per- 
cieve that the immediate reason why some fami- 
lies sit down to such poor meals is that the heads 
thereof take too much nourishment standing up 
before bars. If these breadwinners were less ad- 
dicted to liquid refreshment there would be more 
substance and seasoning in the pantry at home. 
Wherefore we must sometimes blame the bar- 
tender instead of the cook. 

The essentials of good cooking are the “ ’gredi 
ments,’ as the black mammies used to call them. 
There must be plenty of meat in the smokehouse, 
‘flour in the barrel and condiments in the kitchen 
before the head of the house can equitably damn 
the cook. She must be able to “shut her eyes 
when she puts in the sugar,” and stir in the but- 
ter with a free hand—especially the butter. 

But when the good provider does have cause to 
complain he may fairly bespeak the sympathy and 
support of all right-thinking men and just judges, 
not forgetting Judge Greenbaum, whose wise 
obiter we trust will not go unheeded by the young 
candidates for kitchen honors. 

For the fate the provident and generous 
householder who is both abstemious and starved, 
of the sober breadwinner whose biscuits are sod- 
den and whose cake is dough, is among the saddest 
of mortal agonies. It is as isolation in a crowded 
city, as poverty in riches, as thirst in mid-ocean. 
Ic ig as indigestion at the table of Dives, and we 
doubt not that if Mrs. Dives had been a poor cook 
she would have played havoc with a larder as 
luvish as his and even caused Lazarus to decline 
the crumbs with thanks. 

Men, aye-nations, are made or marred by cooks, 
and the good ones are indubitably responsible for 
most of what is creditable in human history, while 
upon the shoulders of her who burns the chop or 
scorches the cereal may be cast the sins of mapn- 
kind from the beginning. It is she who breeds 
cur spleens, iconoclasms, revolutions, and our dir- 
est tyrannies. Caligula and Thaddeus Stevens 
never could have known good cooks. 

Wherefore, let the bad cooks make haste to 
mend their ways, seeing that all men, along with 
Judge Greenbaum, do sit in judgment upon them. 
Solomon himself, wisest of all judges, might well 
have said that a bad cook is an abomination unto 
the flesh and a sore trial unto the spirit.

Taking exception to the Post-Dispatch’s re- 
cent indictment of bachelors, a correspondent who 
signs himself “Friendly” avers: ‘There are many 
bachelors I know who are carrying some of the 
burdens of these so-called married then and are 
good examples for the many in the way of rec- 
ognizing responsibility in this life.” 

True enough; but for every bachelor carrying a 
married man’s burden there are a thousand mar- 
ried men carrying the bachelor’s. If it were not 
for the married men and the conditions and at- 
mosphere, domestic, social, civic and otherwise, 
with which they surround and support and solace 
the bachelor, his lot would not be possible or 
endurable for a day. 

Bachelors are the most dependent creatures 
in the world—far more so than women—and they 
are insupportable burdens to'themselves. They 
are more helpless than the little children of their 
married friends, with whom they so frequently 
strike up pathetic friendships. Like drones in 
the hive, bachelors are mere spongers on the 
civilization which married men make. 

Instead of writing letters such as “Friendly” 
writes, every bachelor ought to get down on 
his knees at least once a year and make humble 
and sensible acknowledgment of his debt to the 
heads of the charitable families who tolerate him.

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PENNSYLVANIA’S TWO CENT DECISION. 

The theory entertained in Wall street that 
the Pennsylvania decision invalidating the 2-cent 
fare law in'that State will have a powerful in- 
fluence in the same direction in other states will 
cause a smile in some places west of Hoboken 
and Sewickley. 

For one thing, the Constitution 
vania was drawn, apparently, with an eye single 
to the protection of corporations*from the ob- 
trusive interference of the people, and, secondly, 
the courts of that State, from highest to lowest, 
have long enjoyed, whether they have.merited it 
or not, a reputation for subserviency to corpora- 
tions which has not attached to any other judi- 
ciary in the country. Nothing that comes out of 
Pennsylvania on this subject will carry much 
weight anywhere. 

Probably the most influential expression ema- 
nating from the East in opposition to hasty rate 
legislation was Gov. Hughes’ veto of the New 
York measure, in which he held that. action of 
that kind should not be taken by a legislature in 
ignorance of the conditions with which it, was 
dealing. This view has modified public impa- 
tience very materially, without changirig the be- 
lief that in most cases the railways can afford to 
carry passengers at the 2-cent rate. 

A closer and more confidential intimacy with 
the public which it serves is being sought by the 
New York grand jury that has issued an open 
appeal for information from any source and ap- 
pointed a special committee to receive it. This 
innovation may be worth trying in. St. Louis, 
where more information is manifestly needed 
than is coming through the regular channels.

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MINIATURE LONDON 
BRIDGE 1S BUILT

Model of Famous Structure Show 
Famous Houses and 
Gallows. 








LONDON, Jan. 25.—The famous old London Bridge 
has been restored in model for the Anglo-French Ex- 
hibition. The model, although constructed on a scale 
of 1 to 100 and 9 feet long, shows long-studied fidel- 
ity as to details and the result is the London Bridge 
in exact miniature. 


The bridge itself was designed by a priest archi- 
tect. Construction was begun:in 1176 and 33 years 
were necessary to complete it. The architect died in 
1205, or four years before the bridge was opened to 
traffic. However, his body was puried in the crypt 
of St. Thomas’ Chapel tHat stood on the center of 
the bridge. This chapel was originally one of Lon- 
don’s most beautiful structures, but suffered severe- 
ly during the dissolution of the monasteries in the 
reign of William VIII. 

The passageway on the bridge was originally 40 
feet, but the traffic space was lessened considerably 
by the erection of houses on the structure. So quick- 
ly was the plan adopted that within a few years 
the passageway was a tunnel, the houses having been 
built from edge to edge, and even overhanging, leav- 
ing an archway for passage beneath. 

The Government owned the most elaborate struc- 
ture on the bridge, building a skyscra~er, for those 
days, of more than seven stories. Towers were pre- 
fuse. 

At one end of the bridge was a large gate, and 
from this were hanged criminals. Their bodies were 
left to sway to and fro over the cntrance from chains 
as a warning to others. 

However, this. grewsome warning was far less 
ghastly than the ones on the roof of the Government 
building. Here on pikes were exhibited the heads 
of traitors. As many as sixty heads could be seen 
at one time, held aloft on swaying poles. 

This custom was practiced as late as 1725, when fire 
on the Southwark end of the structure damaged the 
old gate to the extent that ft was taken down. That 
ended the displaying of traitors’ ) -.ds and criminals’ 
bodies. 

The old bridge stood for 650 years, cnd so solid was 
the masonry that even the most turbulent floods 
could rot shake it. The destruction of the famous 
bridge came about through the constant complaints 
of watermen that loss of life was frequent~in navi- 
gating the swirling waters under the narrow arches. 
So strong was this current that the City of London 
installed a. waterwheel to supply water for extin- 
guishing fires. 

But once in history did this dangerous swirl of 
water beneath the arches cease. In 1716, when the 
Thames was low by drought, a gale actually blew 
the water up-stream so that persons walked across 
the river bed. For 24 hours the Thames ar the bridge 
was ‘‘dry.”’ 

The bridge was dismantled of its houses in 1824. A 
strong effort was made to preserve the remaining 
structure, but the rivermen’s complaints finally won.

Dr. Suwalsky, London Pub- 
lisher, Urges Reform in 
United States. 





DIFFERENT IN EUROPE 
A People Must Depend Upon 
Its Religion for Survival, 
He Declares. 





Dr. Itzhok Suwalsky of London, 
Kngland, editor of the Hebrew papers, 
A’ Yehudi” and “‘A’Degel,” visiting this 
@ity on his tour of study in the United 
States, says that he believes the Jews 
in this country observe the Sabbath 
less than in any country in the world, 
including England. He believes that 
some reforms should be introduced by 
the great Orthodox Jewish rabbis giv- 
ing the people greater lattitude in the 
matter of Sabbath opservance. It is 
his hope to work out some practical 


lan of reform in connection with Sab- 

ath observance and then to submit it 
to the Jews of this country. 

In an interview with a reporter of the 
Post-Dispatch, Dr. Suwalsky said: 

“Of course my observation of the 
Jewish conditions in this country are 
rather superficial. I am traveling too 
fast to gain anything but a superficial 
view of things. But the one thing 
which struck me everywhere in Amer- 
fica is the lack of Sabbath observance 
among even the most orthodox Jews. 
In this city there are perhaps a score 
of Jews who observe the Sabbath as it 
should be observed. Think how many 
thousands of Jews you have here—and 
still there are less than two dozen who 
observe Sabbath, which is one of the 
most important days in Judaism. 

Must Depend on Relicion. 

“T want to say right here that na- 
tionalism alone will not keep the Jews 
from going under, from disappearing, 
from becoming one with the nations of 
the world. It is religion which has kept 
the Jews from disappearing and it is 
religion mainly which will keep them 
alive in the future. [ff this is so the 
‘Sabbath must be observed. 

“! realize that conditions are dif- 
ferent in this coun than in other 
countries and that .ofe .aakes it diffi- 
cult to observe the ~~ ath here. But 
this onlv proves that certain reforms 
are necessary. Take, for instance, the 
reform introduced about 400 years ago 
by our great rabbis. I[ am speaking 

* the reform which permits a Jew to 
keep his wine store open on the Sab- 
bath without profaning the day, They 
observed probably that Jewish wine 
merchants had to do business on the 
Sabbath and the rabbis consulted among 
themselves and introduced the réform 
whereby a Jew can sell to a Gentile on 
Friday and purchase it back as soon 
as the Sabbath is over. This selling of 
the business, of course, is only a tech- 
nicality, as the Gentile knows he is 
practically hired for the Sabbath day 
to run the business which the real own- 
er cannot run without desecrating the 
Babbath. 

‘“‘Now the reforms needed today can- 
not come from rabbis in this country. 
If there are any great rabbis among 
the Orthodox Jews in America, they 
would probably not dare introduce these 
reforms. There are in Russia, how- 
ever, some great authorities among 
rabbis, who could easily take it upon 
themselves to make the necessary re- 
forms. But they cannot grasp the con- 
ditions in thig country. Living in Rus- 
sia, where everything is different, they 
cannot realize the way the Jews live 
here. If you were to tell them that 


‘Jews cannot observe the Sabbath on 


account of business, they would say, 
let buainess disappear. but let the Sab- 
bath be kept holy. Some of them would 
even go as far as to gay: ‘Let Jews 
atarve rather than work on the Sab- 
bath day.’ 

Conditions Here Far Different. 


“Tf one er two of the great rabbis, 
sere were brought to this country 
and if they stayed here as visitors only 
six months, they would soon understand 
that the conditiong of life here neces- 
sitate greater latitude concerning the 
Sabbath. They would see that life is 
more intense here, tnat the struggle 
for existence hardly resembles that in 
Russia. Here the children work and 
feed the father. In the Old World the 
father feeds the children. You, there- 
fore, see in this country an old Ortho- 
dex Jew who never fails to go to 
synagogue waking his children that 

ey may not be too late for work on 
the Sabbath day. All these things have 
to be taken into account. They speak 
with tongues of fire for a reform in the 
observance of the Sabbath. The reform 
should be such as to make it easy to 
keep the Sabbath holy even in this land 
of freedom.” 

Dr. Suwalsky is a native of Russia 
and ie very active in the Zienist move- 
ment. His papers, written in the He- 
brew, the ancient tongue of the Jews, 
which is being revived by the Zionists, 
are circulat the world over. His 

aper, “A’Degel,”’ is issued solely for 
tussia, as the vernment forbids the 
cireulation of his other paper, 
“A’ Yehudi.”

VICTIMIZED McKINLEY 





Career in Washington Resulted 
in Hoodwinking of W. 
J. Bryan Also. 





(By William M. Clements, the crimi- 
mal expert who solved the Whit- 
more swamp murder mystery for the 
New York World.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2%.—It has deel- 
oped that Ada Jean McKey, a dapper, 
blue-eyed, elderly woman for whom the 
police are searching «-verywhiere, has 
been for three years one of the clever- 
est women swindlers this city has ever 
seen. 

Ada is a small edition of Cassie 
Chadwick and Mme. Humbert rolled 
in one, with a police record as a 
check-worker, forger and swindler in 
no less than three cities. 

During three years’ residence in New 
York Ada Jean McKey has not only 
been moving in literary, Bohemian and 
financial circles, but she has broken into 
fashionable society and club life and has 
been scattering bad clenks from the 
Battery to th- ‘romx. 

She has been living at fashionable 
hotels, dined with society women at the 
Waldorf, assisted in receiving guests at 
@ reception tencered Sir Casper Purdon 
Clarke at the Hotel Manhattan, has 
numbered ser tors and congressmen, 
soldiers and s tesmen among hv ac- 
quaintan*ces, has had bad accounts at 
leading Broadway and Fifth avenue 
stores, and haz been the prime mover 
and originator of half a dozen corpora- 
tion and get-rich-quick schemes. 

Widely Known to Police. 

The photograph of Ada Jean McKey is 
in the Boston rogue’s frallery and her 
Bertillon measurements are carefully 
roted in the Boston police records. She 
was arrested once in Chicago. She has 
served a year’s sentence in the House 
of Correction at Exst Cambridge, Mass. 
The Washington police have wanted her 
for years. 

At 1 Madison avenue, three large of- 
fice rooms are still ‘booked’ in the 
name of Ada Jean McKey. On each of 
three doors, blazoned in gilt letters, ap- 
pears the name of a corporation, of 
which Mrs. McKey is the genesis, the 
manager and general manipulator. One 
of these is the Bungalow Park Land 
Co. Still another is the American Tour- 
ing Association. Then the littl woman 
has the International Progress Club and 
the Golden Age company. Then, within 
a week, under an assumed name, she 
has taken offices at 341 Fifth avenue, 
where a music-roll company was to 
have been launched at an early day. 

Ada Jean McKey was born about fifty 
years ago in Minneapolis, although she 
told the Boston ‘police she was born in 
Missour!. She was married and had a, 
son. Then she came to New York and 
there is still a faint trail of her pres- 
ente in the vicinity of Twenty-elghth 
street and Sixth avenue. Her criminal) 
record, as far as is known at present, 
began in Washington seven or eight 
years ago, when she worked a $26 swin- 
die on W. J. Bryan, Speaker Henderson, 
Gengressman Sulzer and even on the 
late President McKinley. Washington 
tradesmen mourned her te the tune of 
$1000 when she disappeared. 


New York Easy for Three Years. 


Bosten was her next point ef vantage. 
There she was twice arrested, in 1902 
and 1908, under the name of Mary Mc- 
Kee, allas Mary Wilson, and served a 
year in the Cambridge House of Cor- 
rection’ for larceny. In August, 1904, 
she was arrested in Chicago, under the 
name of Mrs. C. M. Palmer, for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. Some 
months earlier she had operated in New 
York as Mrs. A. J. White. Then, in 
the winter of 1905, she settled down to 
business permanently in New York, and 
from that time up to the present day 
sho was whirled through all the grades 
of society here, leaving a shower of 
bad bank checks in her wake.

KNOWN IN MANY LARGE CITIES 
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Baliman & Co., George Battan Co. and 
many other firms and individua]s. 

Mrs. McKey, using the name of her 
husband, Charles F. McKey, went to 
Washington, D. C., during the winter 
of 1900. Armed with a prospectus of a 
proposed book entitled “Hands That 
Have Built }mpires,”’ or “Manual of 
Hand Psychology,” she began calling 
upon statesmen from President McKin- 
ley down through the Cabinet and Sen- 
ate. 

Hoodwinks Bryan and McKinley. 
V'llllam Jennings Bryan received an 
invitation to “have his hand cast in 
plaster, to be used in an historical 
manual or psychological text book. He 
accepted the invitation. He took Repre- 
sentative Sulzer with him to the Hotel 
Gordon, where Mrs. McKey was stop- 
pi-g. For Mr. Suizer Mrs. McKey pro- 
fessed great admiration. She declared 
he had a most interesting hand and one 
that portrayed a great character. She 
predicted th.t ir 15 years he would be- 
come Presi lent. 
Just how she managed to obtain an 
audience in the White House is not ex- 
plained, but it is a fact that she had 
what she said was a cast of the hand 
of President McKinley. Others of whose 
hands she took casts are Senator Davis 
of Minnesota, Speaker Henderson, Gen. 
Miles, Rear Admiral Schley, Congress- 
man Champ Clark, Olga Nethersole and 
Terry. 

On March 12, 1900, there came an ex- 
plosion when the police were notified 
of Mrs. McKey’s skill in passing worth- 
less checks on Washington shop keep- 
ers. The clerks of the Hotel Gordon 
told of modistes, merchants and milli- 
ners who were losers. Robert L. Cohen, 
shoe merchant, swore out a warrant 
for her arrest charging her with passing 
a fraudulent check for $11.70. The police 
estimated that she had secured more 
than $1000 on fraudulent checks passed on 
tradesmen. 

About six months ago Mrs. 
became acquainted with Countess Von 
Boos Farrar, who originated a plan for 
an institution known as the Industrial 
Training Schools of America. In less 
than a month Mrs. McKey , was plan- 
ning things, with the Countess paying 
the bills. Mrs. McKey assisted at a 
reception at the Hotel Manhattan in 
honor of Sir Casper Purdon Clarke, 
curator of the Metropolitan Museu. 
The affair took place on Dec. 9 in the 
American room. 

Knows Senator W. 
Armed only with a sample copy of 
The Golden Age, Mrs. McKey “4p- 
proached a New York representative of 
a Western railroad. He gave an order 
for advertising and a cash advance. 
Mrs: McKey was great on millionaires; 
she knew them all intimately, she said, 
and was constantly their honored fam- 
ily guest. She was especially partial to 
former Senator W. A. Clark of Mon- 
tana, she said, with whom she iad a 
standing invitation to dine at the fam- 
ily residence every Sunday night. This 
engagement, she said, she never 
missed. 

The name of Dayid Strother Walker, 
son of John Brisban Walker, has been 
brought into the McKey case. Lent & 
Barnes, printers, of 131 East Twenty- 
fifth street, hold a claim of $500 against 
Mrs. McKey for printing 5000 copies of a 
prespectus of the Gelden Age Magazine. 
Mr. Barnes said today that Mr. Walker 
had come to him with Mrs. McKey to 
assist in getting up the prospectus. 

Packard & Co., bankers, of 99 Nassau 
street, say Mrs. McKey informed them 
that D. 8S. Walker was backing her 
acheme.

COUNT TOLSTOI 


Philosophy Destroys 
Ambition, Declares Russian 
Socialist Writer. 


Novelist’s 





ROME, Jan. 25.—Maxim Gork!i, tn an 
interview here, says that Tolstoi is not 
a philosopher and that his so-called phi- 
losophy will never take root in Russia, 
as it tends to rob man of ambition. Gur- 
ki also criticised Tolstoi for saying that 
Dante, whom Gorki calls the poet of 
all ages and lands, is not a poet at all. 

When asked about the third Duma, 
z0rki said that. this Duma will not live 
very long. As long as the political sit- 
uation is what it is. with reactionaries 
at the head of the Government, no Du- 
ma can exist. 

When speaking of pogroms he said: 
“Those engaged in massacring the Jews 
are criminals of the worst sort. 
In any other country outside of Russia 
such criminals would_not be permitted 
to be outside of prison walls. These in- 
citers of riots are recruited from among 
pickpockets, thiefs, robbers, former con- 
victs and murderers. It is a strange 
spectacle to see a Government allicd 
with such a gang. Yet this is what 
happens in Russia. 

As for the Czar, he is not a weak- 
ling. He is simply ignorant and old- 
fashioned. He would like to be like the 
kings and emperors of old. A Nero he 
would desire to be, but he has the mis- 
fortune of being born in the century of 
enlightenment and he cannot do what 
he pleases. It is well known, however, 
that while his people are being shot 
down like beasts he is spending his 
time hunting.”’ 

When asked about Russian women, 
Gorki glorified them, saying that they 
are the best women in the world and 
the most self-sacrificing.

HESE are great days for temperance and 

+ prohibition. Each week sees a new bit 

of territory going over to the “Drys,” 
and the humorists are asking “How long before 
the desert?” 

Students of sociology are commenting upon 
the big temperance wave that is washing liquor 
selling away and writers of history are making 
ready to typewrite extensive paragraphs upon the 
passing of the drink habit, reserving extra space 
for particular mertion of the Spartan attitude of 
the South. The reasons, as well as the results, 
are providing topics for pulpit and press. 

Meanwhile, those who look deep into public 
questions have discovered something more alarm- 
ing than any issue the temperance people have 
raised. They have noted that, while men keep 
making laws against liquor women are cultivating 
a liking for it, and, while many women are 
working for temperance, crowds of other women 
have within the last few years learned to like 
liquor and to drink it not only at home but in 
public places.

WHAT I SAW AT FAUST’S. 

It was the first night of “Du Barry,’ and the 
investigation began at Fesust’s, before which 
stood automobiles and carriages. I was seated at 
a table in the dining room before the play was 
over. 

Like “supes’” who are waiting to play the 
part of a Roman army, the waiters fidgeted 
about the almost empty room, making ready for 
the expected guests. The orchestra tried a few 
chords by way of rehearsal, rested and then 
began a selection when the first after-theater 
guests entered. 

They were two women, one of middle age, 
_ the other a girl under 25, and a man who might 
~ have been the husband of the elder. 

_  Part of their supper was. already on the table, 
and they were hardly seated when a waiter 
hurried to them with three cocktails. The drink

Parent’s Message to Have Body 
Sold Starts Avalanche 
of Kindness. 


rom direst poverty to comparative 
wealth in a week through a simple story 
in the Post-Dispatch is a transition of 
life in St. Louts due to the innate good- 
ness of the people and the optimism of 
the age. 

He who believes that there is no char- 
ity, and that people generally are selfish 
and heartless, should take to heart the 
rehabilitation of the Kastner family, 


whose plight a few days ago was about 


as hopeless as might be, but who to- 


day start life anew and with prospects 

far happier than they ever expected. 
Joseph Kastner, he. knew that 

he was doomed by tuberculosis and that 


he was more of a burden than help to 
his wife and their family of six young 
children, embraced death ir its most 
horrible form by suicide with carbolic 
acid, that his body might be sold for 
enough to put his wife and children be- 
yond the reach of starvation for a while 
at least. 

The righteousness of the act does not 
enter into the story. 

Kastner was a blacksmith. He had 
been ill for many months and unable 
to work. In consequence his family, 
who lived in two rooms at 2100 South 
Broadway, was brought to the extrem. 
ity of want. Mrs. Kastner, with a 
year-old babe on her arm and other lit- 
tle ones toddling at her heels, tried to 
support the family at the washtub. 

There were days that bordered on ac- 
tual starvation, and very many in which 
hunger ruled the home. There were no 
comforts or medicine for the sick man, 
who had hitherto provided well for his 
family, until at last the utter hopeless- 


when 


ness of the situation bore in upon him 


until he bellfeved it best to adopt the 
horrible expedient of taking himself off 
that his family might benefit by it. 


Rich Brother Ignores Plea. 

Kastner had -a brother in Carlsrhue, 
Bavaria, a well-to-do burgher, to whom 
he wrote, describing his desperate con- 
dition, and after he had waited several 
weeks and had received no reply, he 
killed himself. 

Beside his worn wife there was no 
other support for the little children than 
a boy of 12 years, wno sold newspapers 
and took his small earnings home to 
his mother, and, for two weeks she kept 
the family alive upon it. 

But the story of the pitiful death of 
Kastner was no sooner in print in the 
Post-Dispatch than the heart of St. 
Louls was touched. Kastner killed. him- 
self Friday, Jan. 17. The story of his 
end was published in the Post-Dispatch 
one week ago today, including the piti- 
ful paragraph telling how the 12-year- 
old son, Julius, trudged the streets Sat- 
urday selling the news of his father’s 
death. The need of pennies was so 


great the boy could not stop work. By 


Sunday night the family was on tha 
road to comfort. A hundred charitable 
people called at the miserable rooms 
with food and money. : 

On Monday money began to pour in to 
the Post-Di'--*ch to save the body of 
Kastner from dissection, and the fam- 
ily from the necessity of disposing of 
it. 

All over the city women shed tears 
for the plight of the Kastners, an 
men dug deep into their pockets and 
showed their sympathy and pity as best 
they might, with prompt assistance of 
a substantial nature. 

This atd has completely changed the 
life and the prospects of the Kastner 
family. In a week thc’ have been 
moved from their squalid two rooms, 
whici were cold and only half fur- 
nished, into a home in the couutry 
which has been supplied with tasteful 
furniture, carpets, an unknown luxury, 
curtains, a set of dishes, sheets and pil- 
lew elips, and all the necessities which 
had hitherto not been theirs, but which 
no one in the mest ordinary circum- 
stances lives without. 

Plenty of Food for All. 

There are now plenty of clethes for 
the children, there is food for all in 
abundance, there is money for immedi- 
ate wants and to pay the debts that 
have accumulated, and especially the 
undertaker's bill, and there Is the fu- 
ture unclouded by the terrible poverty 
that has hung over the family for many 
months. 

The Post-Dispatch has been intrusted 
with $200 for the Kastner family fund, 
and Mrs. Kastner has been given per- 
sonally by charitable persons almost as 
much. She will receive $200 insurance 
on the life of her husband, the prem! 
ums on which she paid with the result 
of her labor at the washtub. 

With this money she will pay her 
debta, which have hung over her Iike 
a pall, and start a small bank account 
to pay for the education of her chil- 
dren. 

As long as she destres she will have 
the use of a cottage at 618 Ella avenue, 
in the county, free of rent. the gift of 
a man who saw the promise in Julius, 
Mra. Kastner's newsboy ton, and the 


other children.

She will take what- 
ever she wants from her old home on 
South Broadway, of course, and I sup- 
pose it will be, as she says, like going 
‘from hell to heaven.’ 

“She is very appreciative, and I feel 
that whatever is done for her is well ad- 
vised. I am convinced that her chil- 
dren, given this chance, ‘will grow up to 
be valuable citizens and useful young 
women. 

“I've got elght children of my own, 
and I can understand and sympathize 
with Mrs. Kastner’s plight: It is a great 
deal of pleasure to me to be able to 
help the family in any way. 

‘Ty first learned of Mrs. Kastner's 
trouble through the Post-Dispatch, 
which deserves credit for the great good 
it has done in the case,”’ 

When Mr. Hauk told Mrs. Kastner 
last Sunday that he intended to let her 
have the house, he vound her strictly 
to secrecy, because he wished to avoid 
any publicity in his charitable act.

Railroad Man Kept on Working, 
Even After His Pay Had 
Been Stopped.

Beside his worn wife there was no 
other support for the little children than 
a boy of 12 years, wno sold newspapers 
and took his small earnings home to 
his mother, and, for two weeks she kept 
the family alive upon it. 

But the story of the pitiful death of 
Kastner was no sooner in print in the 
Post-Dispatch than the heart of St. 
Louls was touched. Kastner killed. him- 
self Friday, Jan. 17. The story of his 
end was published in the Post-Dispatch 
one week ago today, including the piti- 
ful paragraph telling how the 12-year- 
old son, Julius, trudged the streets Sat- 
urday selling the news of his father’s 
death. The need of pennies was so 
great the boy could not stop work. By 
Sunday night the family was on tha 
road to comfort. A hundred charitabl 
people called at the miserable rooms 
with food and money. 

On Monday money began to pour in to 
the Post-Di'--*ch to save the body of 
Kastner from dissection, and the fam- 
ily from the necessity of disposing of 
it. 

All over the city women shed tears 
for the plight of the Kastners, ani 
men dug deep into their pockets and 
showed their sympathy and pity as best 
they might, with prompt assistance of 
a substantial nature. ) 

This atd has completely.changed the 
life and the prospects of the Rastner 
family. In a week thc have been 
moved from thelr squalid two rooms, 
whica were cold and only half fur 
nished, into a home in the country 


& which has been supplied with tasteful 


furniture, carpets, an unknown luxury, 


et) curtains, a set of dishes, sheets and pil- 


lew elips, and all the necessities which 
nad hitherto not been theirs, but which 
no one in the most ordinary circum- 


stances lives without. 


Pienty of Food for All. 

There are now plenty of clethes for 
the children, there is food for all in 
abundance, there is money for immedi 
ate wants and to pay the debts that 
have accumulated, and especially the 
undertaker’s bill, and there ts the fu- 
ture unclouded by the terrible poverty 
that has hung over the family for many

Comforts to Be Provided. 

“The list she gave me of things she 
will send is two beds, with mattresses 
and blankets; a rocking chair and a 
quantity of kitchen utensils. Some of 
my friends are going to help me give 
two carpets, a lounge, some chairs, 
stoves, a load of coal and a coop of 
chickens. We expect, before Mrs. Kast- 
ner is ready to move Sunday morning, to 
have all the comforts and conveniences 
there she can ask.

I am convinced that her chil- 
dren, given this chance, ‘will grow up to 
be valuable citizens and useful young 
women. 

“I've got eight children of my own, 
and I can understand and sympathize 
with Mrs. Kastner's plight: It is a great 
deal of pleasure to me to be able to 
help the family in any way. 

‘Ty first learned of Mrs. Kastner's 
trouble through the Post-Dispatch, 
which deserves credit for the great good 
it has done in the case.” 

When Mr. Hauk told Mrs. Kastner 
last Sunday that he intended to let her 
have the house, he pound her strictly 
to secrecy, because he wished to avoid 
any publicity in his charitable act.

VEN now I refuse to let myself believe that Mrs. Leslie Carter is doomed

Clean Cut Youths Form Large

Unemployed. 





Like a scrimmage in a football game 
ig the effort of the unemployed to get 
the first papers from the when 
the Home Edition of the Post-Dispatch 
is published daily. The fight for the pa- 
pers takes place at 1 o'clock in the al- 
ley back of the Post-Dispatch Building 

It is known to the newsboys as “the 
want-ad line.’’ At 12:30 it begins to form 
on both sides of the alley, reaching from 
the door through which tiic beys emerge 
frem the distribution department ia 
the rear of the circulation department. 

A minute after 1 o’clock the papers 
go upstairs from the presses. They are 
immediately distributed to the boys who 
etand waiting for them in the wire cages 
at the top of the stairs. There is a 
struggle to get the first papers, as the 
boys know they are an easy sale. be- 
¢ause more than 100 men are waiting for 
them with their pennies in their hands. 
There is no running about and shouting 
the leading piece of news of the day tc 
sell them. All the boys have ite do is 
to hand the papers oui and pocket the 
pennies. 

“The want ad line”

EXmpleyers Watch Line. 

The want ad line is a curious study ef 
men. All who get into line in the al 
ley are not seekers of jobs. Many-er 
them are employers who come to study 
ihe applicants. They move unosten 
tatiously back and forth, eyeing this one 
and that, occasionally stopping to chat 
a few moments with a young man, then 
inoving quietly on to another. If a pros- 
pective employer sees none that seenis 
to fit hig requirements he goes away, to 
eome again next day. It is not an easy 
thing to choose the would-be employer 
from the man he would hire by a 
cursory glance. 

Most of the men in line are young and 
fairly well dressed, and there is a 
strange absence of the middle-aged 
“spent man; the hopeless, slow-moving, 
apathetic figure one instinctively asso- 
clates with the “‘man out of work.” 

Looking down the line one can almost 
{instantly pick out the young clerk only 
half experienced in bookkeeping, the 
young salesman who was “let out’ 
after the holidays, the young mechanic, 
victim of factory shut-dewns, the ste- 
nographer, the telegraph operator, wil- 
ling to do anything until something in 
his line turns up, but mostly they are 
of the store-clerk type. 

It goes without saying that they are 
meat and clean. Many of them are 
quite smartly dressed, in fact, with 
light overcoats, good derby hats, pol- 
ished shoes and clean gloves. They are 
dressed te make a good first impres- 
sion. 

There is a shout as the sun comes into 
the alley, announcing that it is 1 
o’clock. A boy comes tumbiing down 


the stairs inte the alley with his arms 


full of papers. He is swallowed up in 
a crowd of men and his papers are 
taken from him faster than he can hand 
them out. Instantly dozens of papers 
are opened out wide and eager eyes 
hastily run down the columns of ‘Help 
Wanted—Male.” 
Minute May Mean a Job. 

Other newsboys have followed with 
fresh supplies of papers and there is 
another rush and scramble, and as 
the boys become more frequent the al- 
ley resolves itself into little groups of 
men struggling around the boys eager 
to buy a Post-Dispatch as soon as pos- 
sible. A job may hang upon gaining or 
losing a minute. That is why the ‘‘want 
ad. liners’’ go into the alley. If they 
were content to wait out in the street 
some other fellow would have found 
the ad. of the proffered job od be well 
on his way to It.

of Trade in Cnaicago or in front of 2 
Broad street, New York. There is just 
such a tussle and cries just as unin- 
telligible, as men reach over one an- 
other’s shoulders to get the first paper. 

One young fellow in a light overcoat 
closes his paper with a decisive slam. 
folds it and jams it into his pocket and 
starts out of the alley on a half run. 
He has seen an ad. of just the thing 
he wants, and he is off to get there 
first, if he can. 

Now another young fellow _ starts 
away, and is followed by others. They 
are eager and in haste. They know the 
line better than anyone else and have 
sized it up pretty accurately, knowing 
the sort of job every other fellow is like- 
ly to want or fill. Perhaps they 
have recognized here and there men in 
their own line and know the latter are 
going to be quite as’ enterprising as 
themselves in going after the job. 
Gradually the crowd thins out as men 
hurry away until the alley is as empty 
as it was half an hour before press time. 
Séme of them will be in the alley again 
tomerrow and the next day. Someone 
has beaten them to the jobs and they 
will have to take yet anether chance. 

No Trouble tn Line. 

The men are very gentle with one an- 
other and there is no attempt to crowd 
in ahead of the first arrivals for the 
first papers. Perhaps it is understood 
that the men in the fore ef the line 
would not stand it, anyway. 

Of course it is easy to understand how 
t..e old timers come te Know about the 
want ad. line, but how the man there 
for the first time drifts into it is a 
mystery—perhaps it is due to a sert of 
free-masonry among the unemployed. 

But many a man whe might otherwise 
be out of a job gets one by being in the 
line, and the first to catch an attractive 
ad. and rush for it. 

The ‘‘wants’’ include nearly 
trades, besides canvassers, collectors 
and clerks. Many of the men in the 
“want ad. line’’ are able to give bond, 
and go prepared to accept almost any 
conditien which may be exacted by the 
advertiser.

FLYING EAGLE PENNIES ARE 


COUNTRY’S 


“RARE COINS” 
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Those Coined in 1856 Are Numerous, but Col- 
lectors Have Hoarded Them and Raised 
Premium From $12 to $16. . 





WASHINGTON, Jnn. %&.—The fiying 
eagle cent, dated 1876, !@ this country’s 
traditional rare coin. 

Many a person iocking over smal! 
change has come across a white cent, 
bearing a fiying eagle on the obverse. 
and at once jumped to the concirsion 
that it is one of the rare pleces, only to 
be disappointed when told that tho flyinr 
eagle cents, dated 1857 or 18S, have no 
value above that of ts or ‘fivary cent. 

Many With 1856 Date. 

Hundreds of 18% cents are in exist- 
ence, and there may be thousands. One 
writer on coins so™* years ago stated 
hig belief that fully fifteen thousand of 
the pleces had been struck. 

Yet the premium brsught for a proof 
specimen of this cent at any of the auc- 
tion sales held in recert years has rare- 
ly fallen below $12, and there is a record 
price of $16 given for a fine specimen. 
One collector. who resided at Atlantic 
Citv, ha@ 109 pieces of this design and 
date. 

The 1856 cent owes its origin to the 
fact that about 1855 a change was de- 
sired from the cumbersome and heavy 
copper cent which had been issued year- 
ly, with the single exception of 1815, 
since the opening of the first United 
States mint In 1793. It was also intended 
at the same time to abandon the half 
cent nieces. 

The mint engravers fixed upon the 


attern of the fiying eagle, which had 
een previously used on United States 
coins, especially the silver dollars of 
1836 and i838.

On the reverse was a wreath made u 
of corn, tobaceo and cotton. in which 
were enclosed the words “One (Cent.”’ 

This ts just about the same design 
ag that of the copper-nickel cent of 1854. 
the only variation being in the date. 
The 1856 coln is valued at from $8 to 
$16, according to its condition.

Social Evil Worse Than Drink. 

“The secial evil (1 use the term in a 
more general sense than it ts generally 
applied) is a far greater evil in this 
eountry than the drinking habit. It is 
true that the lower form of the social 
evil and intemperance in drinking are 
allied evils; they go hand In hand. The 
social evil, in all its forms, is such a 
delicate subject to handle that it seems 
impossible to educate the people toward 
righteous living [n this regard.

“All Catholics are taught In many

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—‘‘Put up, or 
shut up’’ in the matter of calling law- 
vers crooked, was the challenge pub- 
licly issued to President Roosevelt to- 
night by former Ambassador Choate, in 
behalf of the State Bar Association a. 
the dinner of that body at the Waldorf- 

Astoria. 

Following, as -it did, a refusal of the 
association at its closing business ses- 
sion in the afternoon to extend a vote 
of thanks to “the President and his big 
ciub’’ it occasioned much lively com- 
ment among the lawyers who were 
gathered from. all parts of the Common- 
wealth. 

“TIT have heard it declared,’’ said Mr. 
Choate—quoting almost the exact wgrds 
9% the President in his recent attack on 
corporation attorneys—‘‘that there is one 
man high up in the legal profession whoa 
sits up all night trying to find a way 
t» beat the law. I don’t believe it. If 
I knew who those lawyers are I would 
give you their names. 

“I judge from what I read that the 
President. of the United States knows 
who they are. If he does, I here and 
now eall upon him to name them. 

Remarks Are Applauded,. 

I will see that their names are laid 
befeore the Grievance Committee of 
eur association for rigid inquiry and 
thoroughgoing action. 

“If the President doesn't know the 
names T demand that he*does not say 
any such thing again.” 

A great outburst of applause greet- 
ed Mr, Choate'’s words. 

“IT say to you that no matter if it 
brings down on us the condemnation 
of the public, the press and the Pres- 
idjent, we lawyers have two sworn 
duties to perform: 

“First, to see that the balance be- 
tween the states and the nation be 
presetved as it was fixed and determ- 
ined by the founders of the Repub- 
lic.

While Mrs. Ellison remains 
u:der treatment the child must be de- 
nied her mother’s care and _ nourish- 
rent. At the same time, she must be 
isolated from all the other patients, big 
and small. 

Mrs. Ellison is being treated ‘with 
the Flexner antitoxin, a recent dis- 
covery, in which physicians at the hos- 
pital are putting much faith. She 
growing stronger hourly and hopes of 
her recovery are increasing accord- 
ingly. Another Injection of the anti- 
toxin was made in Mrs. Ellison’s spine 
vesterday afternoon. The treatments 
proved immediately beneficial. 

Serum Relieves Rigidity. 


The serum is introduced into the 
spinal canal‘at the first vertebra and 
has the effect of relieving the rigidity 
of the patient’s limbs when the dis- 
ease it at its worst. Whenever this 
tendency is noted in Mrs. Ellison a 
new treatment is given. 

Baby Ellison is occupying a crib, ir 
which hot-water bags are kept to main- 
tain a proper temperature. In addition 
her room is heated by steam and a 
grate. She appears to be doing well, 
but physicians at the hospital say an 
attack of meningitis would be almosi 
certam to prove fatal in her case.

petitors Df the Union Pacific. . qe 

The Attorney General today ‘ssued as 
official statement “to this effect and 
after reiei.°@ t~ “~~ extended inves- 
tigation by tne Interstate Commerdge 
Cummission into the relations existing 
between the various lines of road 6n- 
gaged in transcontinental traffic, saya: 
“From the evidence so adduced 4 
from independent investigation the de- 
pertment has arrived at the conclusion 
that the stockholders of the Union 
Pacific and its subsidiary company in 
t'1e other corporations mentioned above 
ia In direct violation of the Sherman 
act. 

To Break Up Monopoly. 

The department regards the suit as 
of first importance, as it is sought by 
means thereof to break up a sub- 
stantial monopoly of transportation 
bisiness of the country between the 
Missouri River on the-east and the 
e..tire Pacific Coast south of Portland 
on the west. 

Aside from the railway companies 
ebdéve named, the other defendants in 
the suit are the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Co. of New York, which is the 
depository of all the stock of the San 
Pedro road under a contract by which 
it is required to give proxies to such 
persons as may be named by Mr. 
Harriman and Mr. Clark for a period of 
years. There are also the following 
individual defendants, who are allegede 
to have conceived and carried out the 
conspiracy complained of, to-wit: E. H. 
Harriman, Jacob H Schiff, Otto H. 
Kahn, James Stillman, Henry C. 
Frick, Henry H. Rogers and William 
A Clark.” 

While naming the individual defend- 
ants, the statement makes no mention 
of any intention to. prosecute any of 
these officials personally in a criminal 
prosecution. 

Beginning of Combination. 

The statement continues: 

“It appears by the testimony in the 
possession of the department that @ 
combination was formed about the be- 
ginning of the year 1901 by E. H. Harrt- 
man of New York, the president and 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Union Pacific. and certain of bis 
associates for the purpose of obtaining 
a monopoly of all transcontinental 
transportation business. The first move- 
ment made was the acquisition of suf- 
ficient stock of the Southern Pacific 
company to insure its control. That 
company owned a iine of railroad ex- 
tending from New Orleans and points 
in Texas on tidewater through Caéll- 
fornia to Portland, Ore.; also anotBer 
line from Ogden, Utab, to San Fran- 
cisco. The Southern Pacific had been 
for years one of the principal competi- 
tors of the Union Pacific. As the re- 
sult of such control by stock owpDer- 
slip} the management of the two com- 
panies had been amalgamated, and, 
since 1902, a majority of the Board of 
Directors of the Southern Pacific have 
been members of the Board of Directors 
of the Union Pacific. Competition be- 
tween the two companies bas been sub- 
stantially eliminated. ;

“THINK” A CONFESSION OUT 
OF CRIMINAL IS LATEST 


CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—Prof. Hugo 
Muensterberg of Harvard University, 
advanced two new and startling theories 
for the detection of criminals by psycho- 
logical methods, in an address on psych- 
ology and crime at the City Club today. 

The first was to measure the resist- 
ance of the body to an electric current 
to tell if a man is lying. 

The second might be described as 
“catching a criminal with a lst of 100 
words. 

‘‘An interesting way ef detecting crime 
might be Known as the “associating of 
ideas method,” said Muensterberg, ‘I 
examined a suspect on these lines. Every 
time a word is spoken the hearer at 
once associates some other idea with it. 

“Out of the 100 words he replied to 0 
with normal swiftness, but there were 
six words at which his mind halted for 
more than two and a half seconds. He 
did not know that he took longer to 
answer to these words, nor did he know 
that I noticed it, but the words were 
‘money,’ ‘bank,’ ‘check,’ ‘forger,’ ‘prison," 
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‘theft.’ ” .

FATHER PETROFF UNFROCKED 
AND GIVEN TO THE COURT 


Noted Priest Charged With State- 
ments Against Church and

ST. PETERSBURG. Jan. 
Gregory Petroff, the most noted priest 
in the Russian Church next to Father 
Jonn of Cronstadt, was deprived of his 
ecclesiastical rank at the session of the 
Holy Synod and handed over to the au- 
thorities for judgment before a civil 
eourt. An. alleged contumely to the 
‘hurch and state was contained in a 
letter which he addressed to Archbishop 
Antonias, Metrdpolitan of St. Peters- 
burg, and which was widely circulated 
Europe and America. 

Father Gregory Petroff exercised sway 
over ali classes and multitudes thronged 
to hear him, At one’time he was a 
great favorite in court and frequently 
ied the family worship of the Emperor. 
Since the beginning of the revolutionary 
movement he has fallen into disfavor 
on account of his liberal political views 
and has been kept under surveillance. 
Finally, on Jan. 4, 197 he was con- 
lemned by the holy synod to. three 
months’ confinement in a monastery on 
account of the Christian-Socialistic dere- 
lictions advocated in his paper, God's 
Truth. On March 1, however, he was 
elected by the Constitutional Democrats 
to the Becond Duma.

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—The following 
article, written by Richard Von Arkovy. 
the Hungarian nobleman, is published in 
the Globe, and it is announced to be 
with the authorization of Count Laszio 
Szechenyi: 

Miss Gladys Vanderbilt cannot lose 
anything by marrying a Hungarian 
Count. On the contrary, her social po- 
sition, which will be an acknowledged 
one by every court and every capital's 
society in Europe, will be decidedly 
more prominent than it is at present. 
Besides, she is marrying a thorough 
gentleman, not one of the many adven- 
turers, the outcasts, the “declasses” of 
European nobility, who try to sel] their 
titles for the almighty dollar. 


Praises the Court. 
It is to be admitted that the prejudice 


of the average American with regard 
to foreign noblemen is fully justified. 
The specimens one is bound to meet in 
America, especially In New York, are, 
with very few exceptions, contemptible 
individuals, who are a disgrace to the 
noble name they are, unfortunately, en- 
titled to wear. But any woman, no mat- 
ter of what nationality, should be glad 
and proud of marrying a man with 
Count Szechenyi’s character—quite apart 
from the thoroughly genuine title and 
the social privilege connected with it. 
And when the new Countess leaves her 
native shores the. American public can 
be quite sure about her future happi- 
ness, 

The social season in Budapest is di- 
vided Into two sections. The winter sea- 
son, beginning about the middle of De- 
cember, closes with the Mardi Gras. The 
spring season begins in the second half 
of April and comes to an end in the 
first days,of June, after the Kings 
prize, one of the biggest races, has 
been run. 

During the winter season dances are 
the chief entertainment. Comparatively 
few dinner parties are given by society 
people, and most of these dinners are 
usually of a somewhat political charac- 
ter. 

The Hungarian aristocracy is willing 
to mingle, to a certain extent, with men 
who, although not aristocrats, have 
made their mark in public Hfe, science 
or art. But they never meet any women 
outside the closely drawn pale of so- 
ciety. 


Has the “Few Hundred.” 
Even ladies of the minor nobility, the 





so-called gentry, could not get an invita- 
tion to a party arranged by an aristo- 
cratic hostess. Consequently, the aris- 
tocratic society numbers only a few 
hundreds; everybody knows everyone, 
which, in some ways, is rather pleas- 
ant. On the other hand, it excludes every 
new element, and brains, talent, and 
even genius, are unable to break down 
the bars that separate their wives and 
daughters from the society of the aris- 
tocrats. 

Dancing beings usually at 10 or ll p. 
m. The younger element are untiring 
dancers, and it is customary that the 
guests take their breakfast at the house 
of their host before leaving for their 
homes after a night’s dancing. In fact, 
a dance is not considered a thorough 
success unless the guests leave next day 
after breakfast. 

The reception of the new Countess 
at court will be exactly the same as 
the reception of any lady of Hungarian 
or Austrian society who is presented 
for the first time. Ladies of Hun- 
garian society are usually present- 
ed on such comparatively rare occa- 
sions when the Emperor-King resides 
at the palace in Budapest. It is not de- 
cided yet whether the new Countess wil! 
be presented in Budapest or Vienna. 
However, {t is probable that the 
Szechenyi family will prefer a presenta- 
tion at Budapest, even if a few months 
have to pass before court is held at 
the Hungarian capital. 

Spanish Custom Prevails. 

At the Hungarian and Austrian courts 
the Spanish etiquette is strictly ob- 
served. Ladies are usually presented 
to royalty at one of the dances given 
at court. There are two kinds of 
dances—the ‘‘Hofball’’ (court dance), 
which is the really “big affair,” very 
stiff and formal, and the “ball am 
hofe’’ (dance at the court), a less form- 
al and more intimate function. Pre- 
sentations usually take place at the 
Hofball. . 

The new Countess will be invited, aft- 
er her formal presentation, to every 
function at court to which the wives of 
other men of the same rank as the 
Count are invited. | 

The fact that the new Countess does 
not descend from the nobility will not 
affect in the least her position as the 
wife of a Hungarian nobleman. Only, 
in case that she should become the 
mother of a son, the latter could net be 
made a chamberlain. ;

“Peerless” Candidate ‘Then 
Was Berating Money 
Bags in East. 





The records of the financial backing 
of William J. Bryan's campaign for the 
Presidency in 18%, when he made the 
‘ssue the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, show that 
Western mine owners and silver pro- 
Cucers financed the canvass to the ex- 
tent of $288,000, nearly 90 per cent of al! 
ihe money received by the Democratic 
National Committee, of which ex-Sena- 
James J. Jones of Arkansas 
elratrman. 

While Mr. Bryan was having his cam- 
paign paid by this money, 
fiiese are some of the things he had to 
say then and afterward about the use 
of money in politics. “‘Our legislative 
assemblies—city, State and national 
are becoming auction rooms in which 
Oovernment its knocked down to the 
highest bidder. 

“The trouble with our Government to- 
dev is that It is toe much influenced in 
its eperations by men whose only loy- 
alty is loyalty to the money bags. How 
Inany men have you in this city (New 
York), elther In the Democratic party 
or in the Republican party, who ar 
brave enough to defy the influence of 
the money bags or place restrictions 
upon it? 

Told of Law Urged by Him. 

“Il have not only urged the passage ef 
a law prohibiting campaign contribu- 
tions from corporations, but have in- 
sisted that the Democratic party should 
not accept contributions from the trusts, 
even in the absence of such a law.” 

The figures the Post-Dispatch presents 
are en the authority of officers of the 
Democratic National Committee for 1896 
—men who actually received the money 
and kept the books. Some of the prin- 
cipal contributors have aided with their 
records and collections. 

There were two sets of beeks kept in 
that campaign. One was the formal set, 
which was preserved fer reference tn 
case of necessity. It tells nothing of 
inner history, only totals and summaries 
being carried in it. For example, all 
the money raised by’ Marcus Daly is 
credited to him alone, no record being 
kept of the national banks and the min- 
Ing corporations that turned in thefr 
contributions threugh him. 

There was another book which con- 
tained the names of actual contributors, 
as far as known to the committee. This 
was a journal in which were entered 
the names of those who made up com- 
bination contributions. In It were dozens 
of names of mining companies, of sme!t- 
ing companies, of corporations interested 
in the production of silver. That book 
remained in the possession of Chair- 
man Jones. It is supposed not to be in 
existence now. 

Gifts Made in Combination. 

As most ef the big contributions te 
Mr. Bryan's silver crusade were made 
in combination, or threugna a third par- 
ty and often the gift was te be divided 
between national and state committees, 
it has been a difficult task for even 
the men whe gave and those who ce- 
ceived the meney te determine exact 
umounts. 
| The first definite figure is the total! 
mmount received by the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee for the campaign of 
1896. It was $321,000. Although mor- 
money may have been handled by the 
committee, it was for other organiza- 
tions, and this sum is all that the com:-

This $821,000 by no means renresents 
all expenditures in behalf of Mr. Bryan, 
Leing considerably less than one-half, 
Many sep- 
urate elements of free silver organiza- 
lions entered into that campaign, each 
with its own fund, working independent- 
ly of the National Committes. Numer- 
ous Western states, particuiarly Colo- 
rado, Utah and California, carried on 
Campaigns ef their own with b‘e loca! 
funds, sometimes giving out of their 
treasuries to other states. 

Syatem Not Vet Perfected. 

The Democratic pariy had no such 
perfected system as that oryzaniaed by 
Senator Hanna for the Republicans. 
That waw an autocratic machine, domi- 
rating the McKinley campaign through- 
out the country. 

On the other hand, the Democratic 
elements never came under centrol of 
the National Committee, particularly in 
Money matters, and the appeals of 
the central body generally wore ip 
vain. The flery enthusiasts of the West 
Chiefly gave their money and efforts to 
‘jocal work. Therefore, the complete 
records of the financial side of the 
fampaign never can be compiled. But 
Pnough appears on the recerds of the 
Nutional Committee to show hew the 
mining interests of the Recky Moun- 
Tains joined in a combination to finance 
William J. Bryan, with his own know!- 
‘lige and consent, for their own finan- 
chal benefit, 

Nearly all the wealthy men who par- 
Ucipated in the campaign of 1896 now 
tire in the Republican party. Many of 
them were Republicans before 1896. 
Avide from whatever genuine belief they 
had in Mr. Bryan and his theories, 
ite underlying reasoy’ for their ad- 
herence was the enormous financial! 
henefit that “16 to 1" would confer en 
their mining interests. It would have 
immensely increased the price ef silver 
und made millionaires out of theusands 
af owners of unprofitable mines and un- 
worked claims.

Bryan personally and was attracted by 
the proclaimed theories of government 
and finance. But Mr. Daly’s enormous 
gifts to the campaign fund were not 
wholly without interest. His best friends 
associates Were engaged in mining 
many of them were producers of 
silver. While the silver question did not 
directiy affect him, it did mean much 
for his associates. 

Possessed of a masterful temperament 
and being a natural leader of men, Mr. 
Daly underteok a great scheme of po- 
litical finance {n Montana and Idaho to 
help along the Bryan campaign. He was 
accustomed to using money in politics. 
The history of Montana is indelibly 
stained with sordid purchases of votes 
during the years of local warfare be- 
tween Marcus Daly and Walllam A. 
Clark. 

Daly led off with a big contribution 
out of his own pocket, the exact amount 
of which cannot be determined. He had 
the directors of the Anaconda Mining 
Co. vote a contribution. He had the 
banks in which he was interested or in- 
fluenced, most of them national banks, 
give from their surpluses. The smelting 
companies sent in their checks. The 
mining companies were called on, and 
the Individual owners and investors like- 
wise, to help finance the Bryan teur of 
the ceuntry. 

Collected From Banks. 

There was no talk about principles or 
political morals. It was a mining cem- 
bination pure and simple, a loosely or- 
ganized trust, centering around this one 
strong individual, Marcus Daly, wh» 
gathered in an enormous sum of money 
for the aid of William J. Bryan. His 
collections were almost entirely from 
corporations. Moreover, he _ collected 
from national banks. All had a finan- 
clal interest, direct or indirect, in the 
success of the silver prepaganda. 

Mr. Daly turned over to the Demcratic 
National Committee in 1896 fn cash 
$159,000. Mr. Bryan knew of this con- 
tribution and was aware that it repre- 


sna 
and 


sented not only Mr. Daly’s personal gift. 


but also collections from mining corpo- 
rations, 

Very few of the names of individual 
centributurs were entered oa the general 
records of the committee. In sending 
on his collections from time to time, Mr. 
Daly would specify occasionally that 
credit should be given to certain per- 
sons, but generally he requested that 
the names appearing en his list be 
kept secret. In such cases they were 
entered only on the private journal that 
Chairman Jones is supposed te have 
destroyed. 

How much more than $159,000 Mr. Daly 
collected and gave to local campaign 
fvnds in Montana and Idaho cannot be 
determined. The executors ef his estate 
have not been able to find any memo- 
randa throwing light on this remark- 
able incident in political history. 

The second Brran campaign of 1900 
found Marcus Daly a changed man. His 
warm friendliness for the candidate had 
grown cold and his checkbook was 
closed. He really believed in Bryan 
doctrines in 1896, but in 1900 he said he 
could not stand for the introduction of 
new fads and vagaries. 

Nor did he like the Democratic at- 
tacks on imperialism. In answer to ur- 
gent peals from the struggling Na- 
tional Committee he finally sent in his 
check for $15,000 and took no further 
part in the campaign. 

While Mr. Daly was carrying on his 
1896 operations in political finance in 
Montana and Idaho, another combina- 
tion was being formed in Colorado. This 
was a silver organization, pure and sim- 
ple, an association of mining corpora- 
tions banded informally together for 
the purpose of raising money to finance 
Bryan. The leading spirits of this 
combination of Colorade mining interests 
were: 

David H. Moffat, president 
First National Bank of Denver. 

D. M. Hyman, head of the silver min- 
ing camp at Aspen. 

Dennis Sheedy of the Globe Smelting 
Co.

These four men acted as collecting 
agencies, as well as tndividual contrib- 
utors. Their funds were given partly 
to the National and partly te Iocal com- 
mittees. The Democratic National Com- 
mittee received from them the follow- 
ing amounts: Moffat, $18,000; Stratton, 
$12,000; Hyman, $7600; Sheedy, $7500. 
Colorado Gift 851,000. 

From others in Colorado the National 
Committee received about $6000, making 
the total amount from purely mining 
sources in this one state amount to 
51,000. Mr. Bryan krew of these con- 
tributions. 

There was one other mining contribu, 
tor to the campaign fund. William A. 
Clark of Montana, the man who spent 
enormous sums of ‘ncney to be elected 
United States Senator and was barred 
from his seat because of the bribery 
that bought it for hin, gave to the 
Democratic National Committee fn 1896 
eeveral installments. The first was 
$35,000. A few days before clection, tn 
answer to urgent solicitation by the 
committee, he added $' 1,000 more, mak- 
ing a direct contribution of $45,000. 

A committee of the Ll nited States Sen- 
ate In 1899, passing upon the applica- 
tion of Mr. Clark to be admitted, made 
the following report: 

‘The finding of the committee is that 
election to the Senate of Willlam 
A. Clark of Montana is null and void 
on account of briberies, attempted brt- 
beries and corrupt practices.”’ 

Mr. Mryvan knew of Mr. Clark's con- 
tributions tu his campaigu fund, 

In Utah a fund of 815,872.70 was 
raised under the title ef the Bryans 
Nonpartisan Campaign Fund. All the

Shows Payments to Jones. 

The other side of the balance sheet 
shows payments to James J. Jones, 
Chairman of the Democratic Nationa] 
Committee, of $18,186.15 and about §200 
of miscellaneous small expenses for 
printing and postage, leaving a balance 
on hand at the end of the campaign of 
$54. 
In California, an independent political 
organization, headed by Charles D. 
Lane, a wealthy mine ewner, financed 
an active silver Republican campaign in 
behalf of Mr. Bryan. -Mr: Lane raised 
a big fund, giving himself $60,000, ac- 
cording to unofficial reports. Mr. Lane 
sent about $15,000 to the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. 

Similar campaigns were carried en by 
other semi-independent bodies, who 
raised separate funds. The  nationa! 
committee, often hard pressed for mon- 
ey, Was powerless to bring these en- 
thusiastic, but often aimless organiza- 
tions into the national machine, and ob- 
tain their funds fer concentrated effort. 
This accounts for the comparative 
meagerness of the national committee’s 
finances.

Money Raised in Nebraska. 

Many of the states raised large sums 
of money for their local work. In Mr. 
Bryan's home, Nebraska, there was lib- 
eral use of money. The principal con- 
tributor was Guy Barton of the Omaha 
zrant Smelting Co., who is credited, in 
unofficial reports, with having given 
$20,000. John A. Creighton, who owned 
mines in Wyoming, is said te have giv- 
en $5000. 

In 1900 the Democratic National Com- 
mittee’s fund amounted to $260,000, The 
largest contributor was Senator W. A. 
Clark ef Montana, who gave up liberal- 
ly after a deal had been made with the 
Bryan managers to help him in his 
Senatorial contest in Montana. The ne- 
gotiations were carried on by Col. J. G. 
Johnson of Peabody, Kan., an employe 
of the national committee. 

The terms tncluded the recognition of 
the Ciark faction delegation at the Kan- 
sas City convention, where Clark’s 
right to a seat was contested by his 
Montana opponents. The Bryan man- 
agers agreed that he should be seated. 
This was of great assistance to him at 
home. The United States Senate had 
declared Clark’s election in 1898 fraudu- 
lent. With the Bryan boom assistance, 
he tried again in 1900 and won. He paid 
for the help Hberally, but grudgingly, 
giving up only after repeated dunning. 
The amount of this contribution is esti- 
mated variously from $35,000 to $100,000. 

Col, Guffy Gave $10,000. 

In the campaign, Oliver Belmont, a 
brother of August Belmont, whose name 
is closely linked with Wall street, gave 
$11,000 to the Bryan fund in response to 
urgent solicitation. Col. W. A. Guffey 
of Pittsburg, who has been called a 
Standard Oil representative, was solic- 
ited repeatedly. He gave $10,000 first 
and later added a similar sum. 

Liberal givers were so scarce in the 
1900 campaign and the silver combina- 
tion so tired of Bryan that the National 
Committee resorted to a horde of solicit- 
ors who were paid a per centage of their 
collections. Hundreds of small contribu- 
tions from poor enthusiasts were ob 
tained on the basis of monthly assess- 
ments of from $1 to $5.

Republican politicians4n St. Louis are 
eagerly awaiting the meeting ef the Re- 
publican State Committee in this city 
Tuesday merning. The Niedringhaus 
faction will endeaver to have the State 
committee oust Jeptha D. Howe, chair- 
man ef the Republican City Committee, 
and several of his most enthusiastic 
supporters, on the charges that the city 
committee exceeded its authority in 1is- 
suing its call fer the primaries to elect 
delegates to the State convention. 

The report that Joseph MoCoy, for- 
mer secretary of the State committee, 
has been out in the State trying to get 
proxies for the purpose of dethrening 
Howe has caused Howe and his friends 
to send urgent requests to members of 
the State committee to attend the meet- 
ing in person. 

Chairman Walter S. Dickey of the 
State committee, who is a strong sup- 
porter of Secret®*y Taft for President, 
was in St. Louls yesterday. Although 
Chairman Dickey is working for in- 
structed delegations in the Western 
part of the State, he has been classed 
with Niedringhaus in his fight against 
Howe, who ts leading the fight for Taft 
in St. Louis. 

Wants to Set Self Right. 

While Mr. Dickey declined to discuss 
his mission to St. Leuis, it fs said that 
he came here to set himself right be- 
fore the politicians. He said that he 
was in favor of the delegates to the 
national convention being instructed for 
Taft. 

Niedringhaus and his friends, includ- 
ing McCoy, John B. Owen, Louis Alt 
and ethers, have been fighting for unfn- 
structed delegations, and are, ostensibly, 
for some candidate other than Taft. 

It was expected that Chairman Dick- 
ey would have a reckoning with Mc- 
Coy, who is charged with running the 
State committee to suit himself, but Mc- 
Coy was not in 8t. Louis. It is said 
that Dickey has arrtved at the con- 
clusion that he will have to set down 
heavily on McCoy, whom many blame 
for starting the lively row in St. Louis. 

McCoy Would Be Delegate. 

McCoy wants to be a delegate to the 
National Convention from the Tenth 
District. Louis Alt, City TAcense Col- 
lector and relative of “Uncle Henry’”’ 
Ziegenhein, is the other Niedringhaus 
candidate in the district. The Taft 
leaders completed arrangements yester- 
day to carry the war into Kratz strong- 
holds in the South St. Louis wards and 
put up a sharp fight against Fred 
Essen in St. Louis County. 

A mass meeting in the Tenth Ward 
will be held Wednesday night, at which 
Jcecptha D. Howe and other Taft men 
will speak. Howe declares that he will 
show the Kratzes no quarter, and that 
he will show that his opponents are 
aligned with them in their effort to 
control the Tenth District and the 
State Convention delegations from sev- 
eral South St. Louis wards. 

A streng organization, headed by the 
Autenrieths, J. C. Kiskadden, Dr. J. 
Will and others, has been formed to 
fight Fred Essen and Senator Gardner 
in St. Louis County. It is charged 
that Essen is trying te gain the sup 
port of Congressman Bartholdt’s 
friends by advocating Bartholdt 
delegate at large to the National Can- 
vention, while, in fact, he is trying 
to get control of the district organiza- 
tion to nominate Senator Gardner for 
Congress. 

Want EKqual Judges. 

A petition to the State Committe:

HADLEY ASKS HARVESTER 
PROPERTY SEIZURE IN 
SUPREME COURT ANSWER 


Attorney-General Says Asset Trans- 
fer Was to Cover Trust 
Deal. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 2.—Attor- 
ney-General Hadley today filed in the 
Supreme Court a reply to the answer 
filed by the International Harvester Co. 
of America in the quo warranto pro- 
ceedings recently brought by him. The 
reply takes issue with the harvester 
company in its denial of the existence 
of a trust. 

The Attorney-General alleges that for 
the purpose of transferring their assets 
to the International Harvester Co. of 
New Jersey, William C. Lane acquired 
the property of the different harvester 
machine companies doing business in 
Missouri, and that his possession of the 
assets of these companies was not in 
good faith as a purchaser. The allega- 
tion is also made that the New Jersey 
corporation is controlled by the Inter- 
national Harvester Ce. of America, 
against which the suit was filed. 

The reply also alleges that the stock 
of the different companies and of the 
International Harvester Ce. of America 
was placed in trust in the hands of 
George W. Perkins, Charles Deering 
and Cyrus H. McCormick, giving them 
the power to vote the stock until Aug. 
1, 1912. This, it is alleged, constitutes 
an unlawful trust. 

The reply asks that the harvester 
companies be ousted from doing busi- 
ness in Missouri, and that their prop- 
erty in the State be declared confiscated 
to the State, or a fine be imposed.

| Hughes for President. 
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Constitutional Amendments 
Discussed Before the 
Commercial Club. 





The eight amendments to the Consti- 
tution of Missouri, to be voted on at 
the next election, were dealt with by 
Frederick N. Judson in his address be- 
fore the Commercial Club at the 8t. 
Louis Club last night. After pointing 
out the growing demand for amend- 
ments, as illustrated by the passage of 
17 since 1900, the speaker stated that 
this desire for change was due te the 
fact that the State had outgrown the 
Constitution of 1875; that its restrictions 
are unsuited to modern conditions and 
a barrier to development. 

The eighth amendment, providing for 
the separation ef the sources of State 
and loca] revenue through ea discontinnu- 
arce of the State tax upon the general 
real and personal property throughout 
the State, and providing for home rule 
and local option by counties and muni- 
cipalities in the selection of subjects of 
taxation, Mr. Judson said, was the only 
feasible remedy for the existing in- 
equalities between the localities in the 
taxing system of the State. St. Louis, 
he said, had hal practically home rule 
in the taxing of its merchants and man- 
ufacturers since 1879, although the taxa- 
tion of such had been held by the §u- 
preme Court to be a property and not 
a license tax. The same conditions will 
prevail in relation to property taxation 
when the State law Is discontinued. 

Predicts a Saving. 

The system, if adopted, said the speak- 
er, will result in a saving of nearly 
$1,000,000 in the direct taxation of prop- 
erty in St. Louis, while it would save 
the merchants and manufacturers of 
St. Louis about 18% per cent of their 
tax bills. There will be an indirect sav- 
ing to all classes of property, he de- 
clared. The home rule features would 
be tn accord with the highest dictates 
of public policy, he said. 

In referring to the amendment provid- 
ing for the initlative and referendum, 
Mr. Judson said that system had not 
been in force long enough in the states 
where it has been adopted to permit 
one to form intelligent judgment as to 
its workings in an American state. 

Favors Subway Pian. 

For the second amendment, providing 
that cities of 100,000 inhabitants or over 
may inour indebtedness for the purpose 
of acquiring subways for public use, 
and the third amendment, providing for 
publtc improvements in cities under 30,- 
000 inhabitants, the attorney urged ap- 
proval. 

Mr. Judson favored amendment four, 
providing a yearly salary for members 
of the General Assembly. He did not 
favor the fifth amendment, fixing a 
State road tax. The sixth amendment, 
authorizing an increased county tax, 
Mr. Judson believes, does not apply to 
St. Louis In any way.

ELECTS TAFT DELEGATES 


LANCASTER, Mo., Jan. 3.—The Re- 
publicans of the First Missouri Congres- 
sional Distritt met here today and elect- 
ed delegates to the Chicago convention 
instructed to vote for the nomination of 
Secretary William H. Taft for Presi- 
dent. This is the first Republican dis- 
trict conventien in Missouri to elect 
delegates. 

John E. Gilieland of New Cambria 
and Edward P. Spangler of Kahoka 
were chosen as delegates; A. W. Sell- 
away of Williamstown and Joseph C. 
Jones of Memphis were named as alter- 
nates, and John 8S. Newland of Lewis- 
ton as presidential elector. 

The resolutions mstruct the delegates 
to vote for the nomination of Secretary 
Taft ‘‘on the first, last and every bal- 
lot.”’

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LIBRARY BOARD 
SAYS EXCAVATION 
AWAITS. PLANS 


Work on Central Structure 
Will Not Begin Until 
Contract Is Let. 





MILLION IS AVAILABLE 





Lehmann and Other Board 
Members Say Specifications 
Are Needed. 





Members of the Public Library Board, 
when asked by the Post-Dispatch 
whether they favored beginning work 
on the new main library or some branch 
library at once and thus furnishing em- 


ployment to some of St. Louis’ unem- 


ployed during the remaining 
months, replied as follows: 


William Maffitt, treasurer of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co.: I am very busy. See 
Mr. Lehmann. He is president of the 
Library Board. 

Plans Needed, Says Lehmann. 

Fr. W. Lehmann: I don’t see how we 
will have any work which we can give 
unemployed men to do until the con- 
tract for the building has been let and 
we have detailed plans outlined for the 
workmen to follow. I am thoroughly 
in favor of starting work as soon as we 
can. But such work can not be started 
in a day. The same statement applies 
to the branch libraries as to the central 
library. We have no work on them to 
give unemployed men until we have 
plans for them to follow. 

John F. Lee: I am in favor of giving 
work to the unemployed, but it my 
opinion that we will have the unem- 
ployed with us next summer as well 
as right now. What the board is try- 
ing to do is to get St. Louis a fine 
library building, and we are going to 
do it. It seems to me that is what we 
want to do principally and above every- 
thing else. We w'll have the plans in 
a short time, and then we can go ahead 
with the work. 

Edward I. Preetorius: I am heartily 
in favor of the idea of givingeas many 
uneniyployed men work out of the 
library's funds as we can properly do 
and of doing it as soon as possible. But 
I do net think anything can be done 
along that line, so far as the main 
new library is concerned, until the con- 
tract has been let. I am ready to do 
anything that will help to expedite the 
beginning of work on that building. I 
also favor giving unemployed men work 
on the branch libraries as soon as pos- 
sible, but I understand that the work 
of selecting the architects for the pro- 
posed new branches has not yet been 
completed and that a public competition 
for these places is planned. I would 
like to see the exposition site cleared 
and the excavation for the new library 
begun as soon as possible. 

Hasn't Vhought of It. 

Morris Glaser: Tf have not thought 
of the matter seriously enough to dis- 
cuss it.

As told in vesterday’s Post-Dispatch, 
the Public Library Board has more 
than $1,750,000 available for tne bulld- 
ing of a large central librarv and sev- 
eral branches. A site for one of the 
new branch libraries was bought last 
spring, but the plans for the building 
have not yet been drawn. The plans 
for the new $1,260,000 library have been 
drawn and approved, but the architect, 
Cass Gilbert of New York, has not yet 
finished his ‘working plans" and spec!i- 
fications, which are to be submitted to 
the contractors. These are®expected to 
be completed in March, but may not be 
until later. When they arrive, the Li- 
brary Board will ask for bids and soon 
thereafter let the contract.

Comments on Duty of Resi- 
dents Who Live in Luxury 
in the West End.

Jacob A. Riis, New York tenement 


uplifter, who President Roosevelt says is 
New York’s most useful citizen, stood 
with eyes full of pity yesterday afternoon 
in a paved courtyard in the heart of 
St. Louis’ congested district, off Biddle 
street just east of Eighth, watching 
three children at play. The oldest was 
7. Their playground was an ashbox. 

The children looked up shyly at the 
kindly, gray-headed man standing over 
them. Their faces were grimy, their 
clothes ragged and they shivered in the 
sharp January wind. 

The triangular ashbox was made by 
nailing boards from the corner of a 
shed to a fence. The toys the little 
ones amused themselves with .were 
sticks, picked up from the yard, and 
the ashes in the bottom of the box. 

“Tt’s the only playground they've got,”’ 
Mr. Riis commented as he turned and 
glanced keenly at the littered court, the 
dilapidated stairways and grimy bal- 
conies, and the dingy windows of the 
warren of humanity in which the little 
ones live. “‘What can you expect from 
children so reared? Aren’t disease and 
crime and death almost inevitable? 

They Know Nothing Else. 

‘They are contented because they’ve 
never known anything better. But give 
them different clothes and see how they 
will adorn themselves. Give them a 
park near this place and see how quick- 
ly they'll abandon the ashbox. The 
helpless little children—they are the 
most tragic part of a district like this.’’ 

A Post-Dispatch reporter took Mr. 
Riis in an automobile vesterday through 
the crowded district from Franklin ave- 
nue to Biddle street and from Seventh 
to Fifteenth streets, to get his view 
at first hand of conditions there. When- 
ever Mr. Riis saw anything that inter- 
ested him he left the machine and went 
to look closer, wandering through al- 
levs and into dim courtyards, up rickety 
stairways and into evil-smelling§ cel- 
lars. 

‘It’s like New York 40 vears ago,”’ 
said the man credited with doing more 
than any other to remedy the condition 
of the poor there. Unsanitary places 
caught his eye instantly. He went his 
way unhesitatingly, nodding occasion- 
ally to the occupants of the houses 
when they stared. 

‘How much rent do you pay here?” 
Mr. Riis asked of a man _ lounging 
against the door of a rear room off 
Fourteenth street south of Wash 
street. 

“Three dollarstand a half a month,” 
the man answered listlessly. 

‘How many rooms?” 


Three in One Room, 

“One, but it’s " pretty big one,” and 
the man pushed open the door that 
Mr. Riis might see. The room was 
probably sixteen feet square, the ceiling 
not more than eight feet high. It was 
living room, bed chamber, kitchen and 
laundry. A listless woman was iron- 
ing. 

“How many of you Ifve in there?’ 
Mr. Riis asked, and he was told there 
were three. : 

‘Well, the owner of this place makes 
a pretty fair profit—$3.50 for a single 
rear room—probably his total income 
is $60 a month, and he couldn’t sell 
this building for $50. The people in this 
quarter pay much higher rent than the 
people in your fashionable residence dis- 
tricts. I mean that their rent is high- 
er for the space they get, aside from 
consideration of the conveniences and 
sanitary provisions the more fortunate 
enjoy.”’ 

Ascending to the second story of a 
house on O'Fallon street near Ninth, by 
a shaky stairway in the rear, Mr. Riis 
found a woman bent under a double 
weight of age and rheumatism. She 
told him she had two sons living with 
her in two rooms. Mr. Riis peered 
sharpry into the rear room and saw 
rows of cots. 

“TLodgers?"’ he queried. 

“Yes,” the woman admitted relhuct- 
antly, regarding Mr. Riis suspiciously, 
apparently in fear he was an officer of 
some kind. 

“How many?” he asked, and she told 
him there were 12. The 15 live in those 
two rooms, which serve also as kitchen 
and dining room for the family. 

Everywhere Mr. Riis encountered evi- 
dences of poverty and misery, huddled 
and overcrowded. | 

“One hopeful thing about the congest- 
ed district here is that there seems as a 
rule to be enough air,”’ he observed, as 
he antered a courtyard, about which 
three-story frame buildings loomed, 
criss-crossed with narrow stairways. 

“If these people can get air and sun- 
light their condition cannot be wholly 
bad. I like to see these balconies. Evi- 
dently they afford a sleeping place at 
night in summer, and it is remarkable 
how every inch of roof available is 
seized for playgrounds for the children. 


Garden on the Roof. 

At several places Mr. Riis visited he 
found that the roof of a one-story 
structure adjacent to a two-story bulld- 
ing was used for a “summer garden," 
as he termed it. “A place like that 
often means life instead of death in a 
hot summer,’ he observed. “Think how 
the children must suffer! And think 
what it would mean té them if a block 
of these buildings were torn away to 
make room for a breathing spot and 
playground.” 

Encountering a policeman between 
Seventh and Eighth streets on Carr 
street, Mr. Riis stopped to ask if) he 
knew how many persons lived in thar 
block of Wash street. The policeman 


[gai4 “= had never countas that block. 
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Mr. Riis in the automobile 
and a scene in a typical slum 
alley, where he was for the 
Post-Dispatch. 
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but that he supposed there were three 
or four hundred. 

Alleys through these blocks. which 
serve all the purposes of streets, being 
lined with buildings, surprised and in- 
terested Mr. Riis. Many of the build- 
ings now occupied by human beings 
were originally built for stables. 

“These alleys afford a means of get- 
ting out ashes and garbage,” Mr. Riis 
said, “but they probably make the filth 
greater under conditions like these,” 
and he pointed to a noisome garbage 
box. Half a dozen times he stopped 
to comment on the great size of dead 
rats lying about the alleys and court- 
yards, in gangways and under door- 
steps. 

“I never before saw so Inany rats in 
a single day,’’ he said. 

In one alley looking north from Mor- 
gan street between Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth streets, ll rats were counted 
This alley lined on'‘each side by 
buildings built on rear lots, and swarm- 
ing with human life. Negroes and whites 
occupy them. 

How the Other Half Lives. 

“When I was a reporter on the New 
York Evening Sun,” Mr. Riis said, ‘I 
used to take my camera along and 
make pictures of things I saw in the 
If you can _just 
bring people of means to realize how 
the other half really lives, and partic- 
ularly if you can show them the con- 
dition of the children, you have gone 
half the way toward remedying the con- 
dition. I believe in putting parks where 
crime is thickest. Lack of air and sun- 
light and the presence of dirt and squa- 
lor produce crime as surely as day fol- 
lows night. 

“And where people are 
they die fast. Some of these 
will kill any person who lives in them 
for more than a year or so, and they 
ought to be torn down. There should 
be a law authorizing that. 

“It has been my observation that 
when two houses are built on a single 
lot the death rate among infants is 
about twice as great. Statistics show 
that to be the case in Chicago and 
New York, and I don’t doubt it is so 
here. 

This quarter needs to be cleaned up, 
and I am glad to see that the Civic 
League has such a sound and compre- 
hensive notion of what should be done. 
If the league’s plans are ever carried 
out it will check disease and crime in 
this section.”’ 

On the way to the home of Mr. Riis’ 
son-in-law, R. F. Phillips, at 5617 
Clemens avenue, he was driven through 
Westmoreland place, and he gazed ap- 
preciatively at the opulent mansions 
and carefully kept lawns. 

“It is a good thing that some can 
live in beautiful parks like this,” he 
said, “surrounded with luxury and 
pleasure. All ef us ought to be glad 
that such a place as this is possible. 
But to see this after watching those 
children with an ashbox for their play- 
ground brings a sharper realization of 
how pitiful their plight is. 

Advocates Misery’s Relief. 

“If only the people who live 
could be brought to realize their 
tm these other people—because it is 
a real duty, not a theoretical duty— 
then there wouldn't be 60 much imisery 
down there. They must be brought to 
realize it.’’

of Dec. 23, 1907. Young Hamlin was 
employed in the blacksmith shop half a 
day and went to school half a day. He 
succeeded in smuggling from the black- 
smith shop into his cell a piece of inch 
gaspipe, about two feet long, two files 
and two chisels. These were all found 
concealed in the mattress of his bed, 
with the exception of one file and one 
chisel. The bars of their cells were 
nearly sawed in two when detected. As 
punishment for this offense the young 
men were placed in solitary confine- 
ment. 


Alleges Deliberate Suicide. 

“On the night of Dec. 26 a guard was 
called into young Hamlin’s cell fo at- 
tend to his wants. He left the cell for 
&% minute to step out into the hall with 
a pail. While he was out Hamlin quick- 
ly climbed up on the bars in the inside 
of his cell door and wi’: the shout of 
‘Here goes nothing,’ he made a side 
leap to the concrete floor of his cell, 
a aistance of probably. seven feet, strik- 
ing on his head and fracturing one of 
the vertebra of his neck. He afterward 
claimed that he was not injured and 
was only trying to fool the guard. Ham- 
lin was removed to the institution hos- 
pital. 

“Dr. Marshall, the reformatory sur- 
geon, Was called, and when it was 
discovered that his injury was serious 
Dr. Graham, a noted Chicago surgeon, 
was summoned to assisc Dr. Marshall, 
with the help of two other Pontiac sur- 
geons, in performing an operation. 

Says Boy Wished Operation, 

“The injured part of the spine was 
removed. This operation was not per- 
formed until the consent of the boy 
himself had been secured, as well as 
that of his mother, who had been sent 
for at Quincy. The operation was per- 
formed as the only hope of saving the 
life.of the young man. 

“Hamlin died on the night of Jan. 
18, 1998. Before his death he admitted 
that he intended to have killed the 
guard in making his escape, if neces- 
sary to do so, and also stated that he 
had no one to blame for his death but 
himself. 

“According to the Quincy papers the 
police records show that he had twice 
before attempted to commit suicide 
while in the Jail of that city awaiting 
trial on @ charge of burglary. Ham- 
lin’s mother stated her belief at that 
time that the young mran was mentally 
unbalanced and requested the Court to 
send him to an insane asylum instead 
of sending him to the Reformatory.

This Week.

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—Evelyn Thaw 
visited the Tombs Prison tod@y. She 
carried under her arm a book, en- 
titled ‘‘Semi-Insane and Semi-Respon- 
sible,”’ translated by Dr. Jeliffe, one 
of the éxperts for the defense. 

‘“‘What’s the use of putting on a long 
face?’’ queried Evelyn, when asked how 
she felt about the outcome of the 
trial. ‘‘Harry will We acquitted. Of 
that I am certain.” 

Then she paid her respects to some 
of the writers who have reported the 
trial of her husband, especially to some 
of the women writers, against whom 
she harbors considerable ill feeling. 

“Why,’’ said she, ‘‘one of these wom- 
en does not: think I am human, that 
I am not possessed of a soul. How 
silly! Then they say that I married 
Harry for money. I never did that. 
I have a soul and if I had wanted to 
I could have married a man much 
yvealthier than Mr. Thaw. The fact 
that I refused to marry him at first 
shows that I never thought about his 
wealth. They say I am mercenary and 
that I have an allowance of $1,000 a 
week. I have nothing of the _ kind. 
I haven’t even got money in bank. 

I am poor. They say I like good 
things to eat. Of course, [ like can- 
vasback duck, but I also appreciate 
a ham sandwich.” 

Then Mrs, Thaw hurried upstairs to 
see her husband. 

Hummel to Testify. 

It has been arranged that Abe Hum- 
mel] shall be brought from the Peni- 
tentiary next week to give testimony 
in rebuttal at the Thaw trial. Law- 
yer Littleton has asked Mr. Jerome if 
he would permit him to read the tes- 
timony of Dr. Bingham, the Thaw 
family physician, at the trial. District 
Attorney Jerome said he would, pro- 
vided Mr. Littleton would let the Dis- 
trict Attorney read Abe Hummel’s 
statement made at the previous trial, 
but Mr. Littleton objected. Then Mr. 
Jerome announced that he would bring 
Wiummel to the courtroom to give his 
testimony once more in open court. 
Thaw and his friends feel that if he 
is declared not guilty on the ground 
of insanity this time, he will have no 
trouble in establishing his absolute san- 
ity at present, and that although he 
might. be confined in an asylum for a 
short while, his absolute release must be 
a matter of but very short notice. 
Thaw has declared his willingness te 
to abide by all that Mr. Littleton” has 
planned in his behalf and take his 
chances with the decision which other 
experts must hand down concerning his 
state of mind now. 

It is possible that the trial 
terminated next week. 

Witnesses From Europe. 

Martin W. Littleton has few more 
witnesses to call. These will include 
those who landed from the Adriatic to- 
day. There were three physicians and 
one nurse. The physicians are from 
London, Paris and Rome; and the nurse 
is from London. They are the ones to 
whom Mr. Littleton referred in his open- 
ing address to the jury as having treat- 
ed Harry Thaw abroad and who would 
establish the fact that his actions were 
irrational. 

It is thought that all their testimony 
will be in by the time court is ad- 
journed Monday and that there may be 
time also to read the hypothetical ques- 
tion which Mr. Littleton has prepared. 

The hypothetical question is composed 
of more than 15,000 words. The present 
plan is to have the three alienists for 
the defense—Drs. Wagner, Evans and 
Jeliffe—lined in front of the jury box 
and have the question read to them. 
Then Mr. Littleton will ask his experts 
to say whether in their opinions Thaw 
was legally sane when he shot White. 

As soon as the experts for the defense 
have been disposed of, Mr. Jerome will 
call the witnesses in rebuttal. They will 
be sworn principally for the purpose of 
supporting the testimony of J. Clinch 
Smith, brother-in-law of Stanford 
White, and others tending to prove 
Thaw’s legal sanity at the time of thet 
homicide. 

Justice Dowling will be asked to in- 
struct the jury that the mere fact that 
they might belleve Thaw to have been 
“a little off’ is no excuse for the com- 
mission of the homicide and that ths 
jury must find a verdict of guilty if they 
believe Thaw knew the nature an] 
quality of the act he was committing. 
Mr. Littleton, on the other hand, in- 
sists that he has submitted ample 
proof that Thaw was insane the night 
of the homicide and that he has shown 
by many witnesses that Thaw has been 
insane nearly all his life.

DEMOCRATS WIN POINT 
Bailey’s Plan to Distribute Sur- 
plus Adopted by the 
Republicans. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.—When the 
Senate Committee on Finance meets 
Monday, Chairman Aldrich will be pre- 
pared to exhibit the perfected text of 
-his currency Dill. During the recess 
ef the committee Mr. Aldrich has been 
engaged with Senators Hale and Allison 
and other prominent Republican mem- 
bers of the committee in putting the 
finishing touches upon the measure, and 
they held their final meeting today. 

The new bill will in no wise be a de- 
parture from the principle underlying 
the original measure, but it will em- 
body many changes, due primarily to 
suggestions made in the committee and 
secondarily to suggestions from out 
siders. 

Ralley’s Pian Adopted. 

Among the more important of the 
changes will be one accepting Senator 
Bailey’s proposition for the distribution 
of the proposed surplus bank issue 
among the various states in proportion 
to their banking capital and surplus. 
This feature has been strenuously con- 
tended for by the Texas Senator and 
the Republicans have decided to con- 
cede it, not only because they consider 
it equitable, but also because they 
think it will assist materially in bring- 
ing Democratic support to the measure 
when it reaches the Senate. 

Senator Bailey has been engaged in 
preparing a substitute bill in which this 
feature is given a prominent place and 
it is not yet determ‘ned whether he will 
desist when the action of the majority 
membership becomes known. It is prob- 
able, however, that he will go forward 
with his own bill for the present and 
‘until the retention of the proposition is 
assured. 

Other changes which, it is hoped, will 
have a mollifying effect upon opponents 
both in the Democratic party and 
among Western Republicans, is one in- 
creasing the amount of extra circulation 
allowed by the bill from $250,000,000 pro- 
vided by the first draft of the bill to 
$500,000,000, and another making radical 
changes in the provision in regard to 
the municipal bonds which the bill pro- 
vides shall be accepted as security for 
the surplus issue. 

Restrictions Eliminated. 

As the bill stands it requires that cities 
whose bonds may be accepted shall be 
15 years old, must have not fewer than 
20,000 inhabitants, and shall not,for 10 
years have defaulted on any bonded in- 
debtedness. In the new print all these 
restrictions and definitions will be elim- 
inated, and the authorities thus will be 
permitted to pass uyson all municipal 
bonds on their merits at the time pre- 
sented. the committee also will concede 
the contention that additional] issues will 
be permitted to the extent of 
® per cent of the market value of 
the bonds deposited, instead of 75 per 
. cent, as the first bill called for. This 
latter change was suggested by the 
terms of the original national bank law. 

All these amendments are intendéd to 
meet the demands of those who would 
provide, first, for a greater expansion of 
the circulating medium, and, secondly, 
for more liberal and equitable treatment 
of the smaller and newer centers of 
population, and the hope ts expressed 
that they will have the effect of pop- 
ularizing the measures and of expediting 
its passage. 

Guaranteed by Government. / 

One important effect of the bill as it 
will be presgnted will be that of making 
the Whnited States Treasury directly re- 
sponsible for the payment ofeall bank 
notes issued after the law goes into ef- 
fect. There is a popular impression that 
under the terme of the bill there will be 
two kinds of bank notes—one class such 
@@ is now used and issued, and the other 
the extra circulation to be issued under 
the new law. 

Mr. Aldrich characterizes this as an 
entire misapprehension of the intent of 
the measure. On the contrary, he says 
that ail the notes will be unfform, but 
that they will be different from the 
notes now provided for. These specify 
the deposit of Government bonds to se- 
cure payment, and this specification will 
be discontinued. In its place will be a 
legend to the effect that the Government 
guarantees the payment of the note.

HAT LEADER'S 
FECUTION END 
THE REVOLUTION 


Jean Jumeau, Captured and 
Shot by the Govern- 
ment Troops. |

PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, Jan. %.— 
With the capture of Jean Jumeau, the 
insurgent leader, and his execution by 
Government troops, the latest Haytien 
revolution has been suppressed. Jumeau 
Was captured at Dessalines, a town 
close to Gonaives, and was shot to 
death. 

Government troops have occupied Go- 
naives. 


—— 


The revolutionary movement in Haytil, 
which has come to an end with the ex- 
ecution of its leading spirit, Jean Ju- 
meau, was of very short duration. It 
began with the landing on Jan. 15 of an 
expedition of adventurers on the Hay- 
tien coast not‘far from Gonavies, which 
was speedily occupied. The Haytien 
Government at once undertook meas- 
ures to suppress the movement, and 
troops were dispatched against the in- 
vaders. The American gunboat Eagle 
was sent to Hayti, and the Navy De- 
partment stood ready to send two other 
warships should occasion require. 

President Nord was on the point of 
bombarding St. Marie, where the Rev- 
oiutionists had congregated, but was 
dissuaded by the protest of the Ameri- 
con Minister, Dr. Furniss. 

The revolution sustained another set- 
back by the arrest in New York City 
five days ago of Jose St. Pierre Gior- 
dani, the agent of the insurgents, on 
the charge of counterfeiting the paper 
money of the Haytien Government. 

General Firmin, who was the leader 
of the Haytien revolution of 1902. was 
concerned also in this movement. At 
the head of a score or more of skilled 
Haytiens, he made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt last week to land on the Hay- 
ticns’ coast. The Government declared 
the vessel which carried him 
pirate and drove him off.

Reflection of Roosevelt’s Am- 
bition for America Seen in 
Trip Around Horn. 


ALSO GAG FOR JAPAN 


Ostensibly Journey Is_ for 
Practice, but Fleet Is Pre- 
pared for Anything. 


Special to the World and Post-Dis- 
patch From an English Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.-—It is not 
usual for a foreigner te be allowed te 
probe the diplomatic atmsephere in 
Washington, but if his purposes be 
made plain and be preved te have no 
harmful intent, his investigations may 
be fruitful]. As a war correspendent of 
some international experience [I was 
anxious tg get at the real heart of 
things in Washington. 

I was afforded every convenience and 
shown every courtesy in my inquiries. 
Discretion necessarily played a part in 
the interviews accorded, as it must play 
its part in the very narration of things 
international. I desired to discever how 
the big Americans—those in authority 
and possessing the knowledgable end of 
the nation’s immediate possibilities as 
one of the world’s powers—regarded the 
international outlook, and these men 
were willing te impart facts and sug- 
gestions from which reliable matter 
ceuld be written. They conceded that 
the critic, the author intent upon writ- 
ing something worth while and calcu- 
lated to be useful and _ informative, 
could not possibly get the impressions 
or his information frem the man in the 
street. It is the man in the State De- 
partment who knows. 

Europe Diplomatic Center. 

One official in high place observed: 

“You know, it is ef very recent years 
that America has taken her place as a 
world power. We have been mixed up 
in peace negotiations on and off for 
some years past, and the late Mr. John 
Hay made us preminent enough in the 
race of nations, but eur prominence 
was not of steady existence in diplomat- 
ic circles abroad. Europe, of course, is 
the center of the diplomatic world; say 
rather, London and Paris form the cem- 
bined hub, se to speak, and America is 
a little eut of geographical line. 

‘“‘But President Roosevelt, thorough- 
ly ambitious for the United States, 
cetermined that we should keep and 
improve our place among the world 
powers. 

“And I believe it was part of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s intergstional ambitions that 
this fleet shovifli go to the Pacific 
and keep the world alive as to our 
power and our naval resources.”’ 

“How about having an eye to 
impression on Japan?” 

Stopped “Hot Alir.” 

“Oh, yes, of course, that aspect had 
its place in the considerations of the 
moment. But not Japan so very much 
rniore than the other nations. One thing 
that must have been noticed is this: 
that whereas prior to the despatch of 
the fleet Pacificward we heard a lot of 
talk from Japanese official circles re- 
garding her immigration, her. national 
honor and all that sort of thing. We 
have heard very little of that sort of 
talk since. It seems to have quieted 
the Easterm atmosphere and to have 
put a stop te what we Americans Call 
‘not air.’ It was, to coin a phrase, ‘a 
little bit of yeast for the East.’ The 
froth has gone down now. 

“Of course, the fleet’s cruise had all 
other considerations already accredited 
thereto. It is a practice cruise, and it 
is bound to prove its usefulness from 
a strictly naval aspect. Officers, men 
and ships are bound to benefit. 

“We shall take measures to make the 
pavy more attractive te good men in 
many ways. Remember, we do not 
necessarily want the very best meh 
until the occasion arises and if we 
were about to engage in hostilities 
there would be no trouble whatever in 
securing any number of men, and the 
most experienced at that. It is always 
the way. In war time vou can get 
plenty of men for both the army and 
navy; it is after hostilities are over 
that interest slackens and the ranks 
grow thin. Desertions take place and 
it is hard to recruit.”’

Miss Lizzie Custer of 3012A Olive

They added a skirt 
department to the business and 
Schwartz was placed in charge of it. 
He says his understanding was that he 
was to be a partner, but he found that 
they regarded him only as an employe 

His relxtions with the others contin- 
ued four months and a half. Then the 
skirt department was discontinued. 
Kessler and the Frankels say it was be-

cause it was unprofitable. Kessler, ac- 
cording to the testimony, blamed Miss 
Custer and demanded that she be dis- 
charged. Schwartz refused to discharge 
her. Schwartz says the business was 
profitable and that he is entitled to 
a partner’s share of the profits. 

Miss Custer testified that Kessler fre- 
quently came to where she was working 
and manifested interest in her and final- 
ly asked her to go with him to the 
carnival, telling her that two other 
men, friends of his, were to be there 
with women. She declined his invita- 
tion, she said. 

When Attorney Montague Punch, rep- 
resenting Schwartz, asked Kessler if he 
had not attempted to feree his atten- 
tions on Miss Custer, he said, “It is a 
lie.” 

When the question was repeated in 4 
different form Kessler said: “It is anh 
absolute Ile.” 

Judge Shields cautioned him not to 
use such strong language. The case 
was laid over to Wednesday.

Think of 
the possibilities of development in that 
country, with its teeming millions, its 
great resources and wealth, the capa- 
bilities of education on the part of its 
individual citizens. We may not be alive 
to see the day, but our children will, I 
verily believe. 

‘‘And I see possibilities for America 
in the Pacific. It will net be many 
years before the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal. That fact, when estab- 
lished, alone will make the Pacific one 
of the busiest ocean highways in the 
world. It will make us nearer, by 
steam, to Australia and to the Far East 
than is Great Britain herself.

MADISON FIRE LOSS $100,000: 
ESTIMATE OF INSURANCE MEN 


Persons Escaping in Night Clothes 
Find New Danger in Mule 
Stampede. 


According to estimates by owners and 
insurance men, $100,000 was the amount 
of. damage done by the fire which 
destroyed two blocks of buildings early 
Saturday, in Madison, Ill., and was only 
prevented from sweeping the entire 
business section by the 18-inch wall of 
the First National Bank. 

Waschauer’s department store and 
building, where the fire started, and the 
Famous store, the two largest depart- 
ment stores in the town, were total 
losses. Loss on the Waschauer Building 
and stock will amount to $45,000; on the 
Famous building, the loss will be $26,000. 

The fire, which started from an ex- 
plosion in a heating stove, had gained 
great headway. Forty persons, more 
than 20 of whom were women, narrowly 
escaped being trapped by the flames 
in the eight flats above the Waschauer 
Building, and were obliged to fight their 
way through suffocating smoke to the 
street in their night clothes, where many 
suffered frem the bitter cold, before 
being cared for by neighbors. 

Volunteer fire brigades from Venice, 
and Granite City were the first to arrive, 
but little could be done by them. By 
the time Engine Company No, 2 of Hast 
St. Louis arrived it was impossible to do 
more than save those buildings not then 
burning.

Board of Public Improvements 
* Would Welcome Oklahoma 
Pipe Line. 





KANSAS CITY LIKES IT 





Plans Are Discussed of Rush- 
ing Work and Bidding 
for Contract. 





Meinbers of the Board of Public Im- 
provements say they would welcome the 
advent of any company prepared to 
furnish natural gas for public and pri- 
vate use in St. Louls. If any such 
corporation were able to deliver its 
product between now and the summer 
of 1910, they say, a full and free chance 
would be given it to compete for the 


contract to light practically the entire | 


city for a period of 10 years. That such 
competition would give the city the 
benefit of a lower rate than is possible 
under the present monopolistic condi 
tions is frankly admitted by the Board. 

Kansas City is now illuminating its 
streets over a wide area with natural 
gas piped 200 miles from the Indian 
Territory. The cost there is $12 a lamp 
a year. The gas company supplies man- 
tles and maintains the lamps. 

City Could Save $200,000 a Year. 

St. Louis pays upward of $400,000 for 
the 12,000 gas lamps which the Wels- 
bach Company of America maintains 
here. The saving on those lamps at the 
same figures that obtain in Kansas 
City would be more than _ $200,000 a 
vear. Members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements have sald that unless 


- the contract to be awarded in September, 


1910, means a decrease of at least $150,- 
00) from the present cost, a municipal 
plant will be established. Natural gas 
appears to offer one means of reducing 
the expense which is now entailed on 
the city for lighting its streets. 

While conceding that it would be 
feasible to pipe gas from Oklahoma to 
St. Louts, and unquestionably profita- 
ble for both company and the city to 
do so, members of the Board do not 
believe that the. lWne could be com- 
pleted and a system of distribution es- 
tablished in time for the promoters to 
bid for the contract two years hence. 

Time Is Too Short. 

President A. J. O'Reilly of the Board 
is of the opinion that it would be im- 
possible for a natural gas company to 
install its arteries of distribution here 
in\less than two or three years. 

“I have no doubt about the practica- 
bility of bringing gas to St. Louis from 
Oklahoma, and should be glad to see 
that means of lighting and heating in- 
troduced. The specifications under 
which the contract for lighting the city 
will be let are broad enough to permit 
competition between artificial and nat- 
ural gas. Such competition unques- 
tionably would be to the city’s advan- 
tage.”’ 

Water Commissioner Ben C. Adkins 
thinks that $20,000 a mile would be the 
cost of a pipe line from Oklahoma to 


St. Louis. 


“It is pretty difficult to determine 
what amount of money would be re- 
quired for the enterprise,”’ said Mr. Ad- 
kins, “but taking the expenditures of 
my department for taying mains, | 
should say that $20,000 would be an out- 
side figure. That would cover a line of 
20-inch pipes. If twin lines were laid 
the figures would be nearly double that 
sum per mile. 

“I don’t believe it would be practical 
to attempt to follow an ‘air line’ from 
the fields to St. Louis. It would be 
better in the end to take the course of 
a railroad or a highway, so that ma- 
terials for construction and maintenance 
could be economically delivered along 
the line. Besides, there probably would 
have to be pumping stations at inter- 
vals to keep the pressure at a guf- 
ficient height to distribute the gas. 

Might Tap Kansas City Mains. 

“If the mains now supplying Kansas 
City are equal to the demand, St. Leuis 
might get gas from them. That would 
gave the expense of crossing the Ozark 
Mountains with a pipe line laid direct 
from Oklahoma. 

“Personally, I can see nothing but a 
great advantage in having natural gas 
in St. Louis. Kansas City got its sup- 
ply and shaved its bills for Ught and 
heat by offering inducements to the 
capitalists who laid the line. St. Louis 
could afford to do the same thing. I 
regard the procurement of franchises 
here as probably the most difficult task 
that would confront promoters of any 
such enterprise. But if the people would 
insure legislation, on the basis of a fair 
return to the city, I belleve we could 
enjoy the same benefits that have come 
to Kansas City.”’ 

Joseph P. Whyte, chairman of the 
committee which drew the bill authoriz- 
ing the letting of a new contract for 
lightnig the city after September, 1910, 
expressed himself as eager to see na- 
tural gas piped to St. Louis. 

“Il should be glad to ,have a little 
more competition for our new con- 
tract,” said Mr. Whyte. “If natural 
gas would insure a low rate with good 
service I certainly would lend a hand 
in getting it here. Even if the gas 
could not be had in time for considera. 
tion In letting our contract, it would 
atill be a big asset to manufacturers 
and consumers generally.”’ 

James C. Travilla, Street Commission.

Quits Golf and Hopes for 
“Sane President” at Next 
Election. 





CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 
Rockefeller is back in the financial 
harness again. Jusiness depression, 
which has seriously affected the values 
of his enormous security holdings, to- 
gether with a confused and complicated 
condition in the operation of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., have caused the king of 
finance to buckle on his armor again, 
thought he is now in his 68th year, and 
for 13 winters has practically been re- 
tired from business. 


3 Directs Work From Cottage. 
From this statement it must be in- 


ferred that John D. has resumed work 
in his old office at 26 Broadway. He is 
spending his days in the little drab cot- 
tage at Pocantico Hills, Tarrytown. In 
that dreamy environment, momentous 
events are taking place, which are to 
spell the greatest of all industrial mon- 
opolies and may have important bear- 
ing upon public affairs generally. 
Rockefeller’s plan for serene retire- 
ment in old age is broken. He has fore- 
sworn much of the outdoor life that has 
been his wont to luxuriate in during late 
years. The*goif links rarely see him 
ow. He is bending his effort daily 
toward a solution of the gigantic proeb- 
lems that vex the more active managers 
of his vast enterprises. 


Strives to Recoup Losses. 
In 15 months Rockefeller’s securities 


have depreciated in value millions and 
millions of dollars. The aged billionaire 
is striving to recoup these ‘‘losses,”’ 
paper, of course, but real te his way of 
thinking. 

Present financial conditions are not 
surprising to the oil king. One year ago, 
when national prosperity was at flood 
tide, and when no cloud appeared on 
the horizon outside of Wall street, Rock- 
efeller foresaw and prophesied general 
depression. In an extended interview he 
told of his heavy losses, which he at 
that time said amounted to “millions of 
dollars."’ He estimated the stock losses 
others had suffered at that time at hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. 

He attributed as the cause “unwar- 
ranted attacks upon corporate interests.’’ 
He then said: ‘“‘The effect of these at- 
tacks wag, of course, first felt by capi- 
talists, and then, through them, by the 
debtor classes. Who will be the next to 
suffer?’ he asked, and then answered: 
“Why the man with the dinner pail— 
the working man.”’ 


Silent on Roosevelt. 
This, one year ago, was John D. Rock- 
efellers way of saying that President 
Roosevelt and those in sympathy with 
his administration had brought about 
conditions which would result fn hard 
times in 1907. 

In view of changed conditions in the 
country since that interview was ob- 
tained, it would be interesting to hear 
from the lips of the prophet a further 
expression, based upon the _ present 
status; but he has nothing to say for 
the year 1908. When called upon at Po- 
cantico Hills, he was in conference in 
his study. He was reminded of his 
prophecy for 1907 and asked if he were 
of the opinion that the recent panic in 
New York was the effect of the cause 
he had specified a year ago—Government 
attacks on corporate interests? The 
financier replied:

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Exhibition of the Works of the Hoosier Artist at 
Museum of Fine Arts Abounds in 
Superb Landscapes. 





The exhibition of the work of Theo- 
dore C. Steele of Indianapolis, the dean 
and leader of the School of Hosier Paint- 
ers, now in gallery 30 of the Museum 
of Fine Arts, Forest Park, is one of the 
most interesting and decidedly the most 
popular one-man exhibition ever given 
at that institution. 

The work of Mr. Steele is well known 
to St. Louis art lovers. He is one of 
the most popular exhibitors of the So- 
ciety of Western Artists, his popularity 
being due to the fact that he paints 
pictures which the public understands. 

In “The Joy of Morning,” Mr. Steele 
has interpreted the time and scene truth- 
fully, and he has not tried to improve 
upon the beauty of nature. The painting 
represents an open glade in an Indiana 
forest, with a fringe of purple hills. The 
scene is bathed in a violet haze, and 
there is a sense of the freshness of a 
dewy morning. It is not a painting but 
a scene. 

“At the Forest End,” a wooded bit 
of landscape, is descriptive of the title. 
The coloring of this painting suggests 
an afternoon of late spring. So realistic 
is the scene, so characteristic the tender 
young growth, that one unconsciously 
searches for the wind-anemone, bird’s- 
foot violet, adder’s tongue and the 


spring beauty. 








these subjects at this time.’’ He offered 
the hospitality of his home, but was 
deaf to all requests to speak for publi- 
cation. He said he was in excellent 
health and appeared ruddy and strong. 

From an unquestionable authority I 
learned of Rockefeller’s activities and 
also something of his present state of 
mind. 

Realizes Orvn Power. 

When public sentiment drifted heav- 
ily counter to the Standard oil monop- 
oly and crystallized into legal prosecu- 
tion, the dozen of the trust-makers 
awoke to the fact that, despite his age 
and retirement, he was the one stal- 
wart figure in the group of men who 
managed his giant trust. His brother, 
William, became physically incapable, 
and Henry H. Rogers, overloaded with 
responsibility and increasing age, soon 
fell victim to the strain. None of the 
younger men, sons of Rockefeller broth- 
ers, being conspicuously incapable, was 
considered equal to the titanic task of 
thwarting opposition or formulating 
new policies which would forestall the 
enemies of the trust. None of the ac- 
tive managers knew how -to ward off 
the blows. 

This condition, together with its un- 
derlying dangers, was brought forcibly 
home to Rockefeller when the Landis 
fine was imposed. Then he determined 
to take an active hand. 

Opposed to Stock Watering. 

My informant evidently knew, but 
was not inclined to tell, details of what 
Rockefeller has done or inténds to do, 
It can be stated as a fact, however, 
that he opposes any change in Stand- 
ard Oil capitalization. ‘“‘He does not 
believe with mixing water with Stand- 
ard Oil.” He insists that capitalization 
must be based on approximately actual 
physical value. 

He is tolerant of the new plan of 
publicity. Under certain conditions he 
will favor an opening of Standard Oil 
books. Mainly, these conditions are 
‘that the Government must recognize the 
corporation as an honorable enterprise 
rather than a public menace, 

It is, of course, Rockefeller’s theory 
that his monopoly was honorably ac- 
quired and, by the law of possession, he 
and his associates are entitled to the 
fruits of their enterprise and industry. 
I drew from my informant that the 
plans now maturing were all more or 
less contingent upon political condi- 
tions at the end of this year. in- 
ferred that great changes might be 
made whether the so-called Roosevelt 
‘‘policies’’ were or were not perpetuated. 
Conjecturing through the lines of this 
conversation I drew the impression that 
if a President favorable to ‘big busi- 
ness” were elected next fall there would 
be a general reorganization of the trust 
policy, considerably along the lMnes of 
the Steel Trust, sans water. If a Presi- 
dent of the Reosevelt persuasion were 
elected the policy would be a modified 
reform, but no radical change, and the 
fight to be continued. 

Thinks President Insincere. 


Rockefeller believes Roosevelt insin- 
cere. In referring to him he is some- 
times tempted to use strong expletives. 
H2 refers to ‘Roosevelt ruinous an- 


archy;” alse to “The people's lesson.”’ 

In this cennection it can be positively 
stated that he is not as optimistic 
as regards 1908 as are other New York 
financiers, who predict a complete re- 
sumption this year of prosperous cendi- 
tions. He believes that there have been 
“unworthy and dishenest acts by men 
of high respensibility.”” He condemns 
these, but denies that t..ey warrant “a 
general attack upon the financial struc- 
ture.’ He thinks that offenses should be 
dealt with specifically. 

J. Pierpent Morgan is now first in the 
estimation of the oil king. Rockefeller 
considers him the first man of the day. 
They are in close communication. 
James Stillman and Frank Vanderlip 
are also Rockefeller’s advisers and fa- 
verites. John D. Archibald is the active 
figure in Standard Oil today. The re- 
sponsibility of effecting the policies now 
being formulated will fall upon him. 
I learned that the power of Standard 
Oil lawyers is not potent in these calcu- 
lations. They have made “too many 
mistakes.”’ 


Losses Worry Him. 
Rockefeller is persenally unhappy over 
his “losses."”” His philanthropic plans 
are interfered with. In this connection 


his persenal friend, who is the author- 
ity for the statements made in this 
article, said bitterly: 

“Think ef it! Any nation on earth but 
America would honor such a wonderful 
man as John D. Rockefeller. In Eng- 
land he would have been knighted. In 
30 years he has built a billion-dollar 
fortune from nothing. It is his inten- 
tion to give away practically all he has 
for the advancement of civilization. He 
built the greatest industrial institution 
in the histery of the world. It is 4 
great factor in the power of this na- 
tion. Sixty per cent of his business is 
with foreign nations. And they want 
to put this man in. Jail.”’ G. Cc. K.

The two squads of touring White Sox 
will play almost half as many games on 
the spring trip as the regular team wil! 
G@uring the entire season of the race 
for the American League pennant. 
They will be at 4t almost every day 
from the first of March until the open 
ing of the season on April 14. In that 
time they will have trave!ed more than 
6000 miles, slept in confining sleeping 
car berths half of the time and eaten 
many a “grab” dinner from _ station 
lunch counters. 


EVERYWHERE they stop they 
will be hailed as the ‘Great 
White Sox, ex-world's champions, 

etc..” and the praise will puff up the 
players so they wil] feel forced to ex- 
ert themselves before these wondering 
fans in order to live up to their repu- 
tations. Opposing teams will fly at 
them in desperate fashion with the hope 
of gaining a victory, then some star 
of Chicago’s South Side herees will be 
cut down and the Windy City will 
mourn.

OAKLAND, Cal., Jan. 26.—In a verita- 
ble sea of mud Sam Hildreth’s crack 
horse Montgomery, by Pressara-Mont- 
gomery Cooper, the favorite, splashed 
home an easy winner in the rich Burns 
Handicap today, five lengths in advance 
of the fast coming Clamor of the Keene 
stable, second choice in the betting, the 
latter clattering in three lengths ahead 
of R. F. Carman’s Rifleman, the third 
choice. 

The balance of the classy fleld was 
strung out for an eighth of a vile.

Large Crowd Is Present. 


The race was witnessed by more than 
10,000 persons, and the 40 bookmakers 
were fairly deluged with wagers on th 
handicap. Montgomery always ruled fa- 
vorite, the odds varying from 11 to 5 to 
2% to 1. He was backed by both stable 
connections and by the publie for thou- 
sands of dollars. Clamor and Gromoboi, 
coupled as the Keene entry, were backed 
from 5 to 1 to 3s, while Rifleman was 
liberally supported at 6 to 1. The odds 
on the other 10 starters ranged from 
10 to 1 to 4 to lL. 

The story of the race is easily told.

Total Surplus Reserves Now Amounts 


to $37,000,000, Which Is Largest 
for This Month Since 1899. 





NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—The Evening 
Post in its financial issue says: 

‘The New York banks ence more re- 
perted an extraordinarily large gain in 
cash holdings. Of the $23,600,000 increase 
for the week, something not far from 
$10,000,000 must have come from what 
was practically hoarded money. Loans 
also increased rather heavily, despite the 
week's decline on the Stock Exchange, 
but surplus reserves nevertheless scored 
an increase of $14,400,000. The excess over 
the 25 per cent requirement now stands 
at $37,000,000, which is very much the 
largest for this date since 1899, and is 
more than double the final January sur- 
plus of 1907 or 1906. All this is in the 
natural order of events, the surplus will 
go a good deal higher before its increase 

ases. 
are all intents and purposes today’s 
stock market was unchanged. A few 
advances, running to more than @ 
point on one or two stocks, were 15- 
olated instances and dié not appear at 
reflect any general tendency, one way 
or the other. Taking the week’s mar- 
ket as a whole, the five to ten pao 
decline in the more active stocks may 
easily have resulted from two influ- 
ences—profit taking sales by specu- 
lators who bought during the con- 
fusion and hesitation of December, 
and realizing by pecple or institutions 
were hurt in the crash of last 
October, but who managed to cling to 
their holdings and await a better 
chance to turn them into money. 

“The distinct improvement which has 
been going on in the market for sound 
investment bonds is one of the best 
signs of the times. It shows, to begin 
with, that the financial markets have 
been brought by the recent crash of 
speculative values into something of a 
normal situation. 

“What has been happening, during 
the past two years, was 4 diversion of 
capital from legitimate investment into 
speculation. Capitalists—notably those 
ef the greatest resources—have been 
persuading themselves to place their 
fortunes, not in quarters where the 
revenue was safe and sure, but in in- 
vestments which were to double in 
value in a month er two. In this re- 
gard a very much-needed lesson has 
been learned.” 

The pivotal fact in connection with 
operations on the stock market just 
now is, that money is no longer the 
main influence tn the determination of 
values. It still has force, of course, 
but it is by no means the ruling pow- 
er. 

Just now the New York banks are 
deluged with cash, and the difficulty 
seems to be how to make profitable 
use of it. Interest rates are at an 
abnormally low figure, and still the 
demand seems to have increased in 
the last few weeks. 

Saturday’s session of the Exchange 
was a rather unsatisfactory ene. The 
market was narrew, and trading was of 
a dull and listless character. Price 
movements were slow, with the result 
that there was little drifting away 
from the opening quotations. 

Netwithstanding the exceptionally 
strong bank statement, the tone of the 
market at the close was decidedly weak.

Points Because of Lighter 
Demand.

Heavy receipts of hogs during the 
past three weeks and at vaiues low 
enough to invite broader consumptive 
demand has been a primary factor in 
lowering beef .cattle values. On the 
other hand, the warm weather has been 
a detriment, but between the two 
causes all classes of killing cattle close 
up the week in sluggish manner at low- 
er values. Then, to add to the w-ak 
demand existing was a supply of 18,600 
eattle, a decrease of but 1200 with two 
weeks ago, and compared with a supply 
of 15,000 three weeks ago and 9500 the 
same time of last month. 

Beef steers formed a major portion 
Quality has been 
of an average uuring late weeks. While 
common grades as well as choice classes 
were in evidence, bulk of offerings 
were medium to good fat kinds. Good 
killers started out rather active and 
strong, but ‘closing prices averaged 
fully 25c lower. Common and medium 
kinds were weak sellers at all times 
and closing prices for such classes are 
25@30c lower than the former period. 
Choice heavy steers sold at $5.40@5.80, 
and bulk of medium to good fat beeves 
weighing between 1050 and 1275-Ib ave- 
rages sold at $4.40@6.25, including plain 
fat steerg of 1250 to 1350 lbs. at $4.to@ 
5.10. 

Heifer stuff had narrow demand on 
account of the unseasonable weather, 
and the weakness accumulated places 
them fully fully 15@26c lower than the 
past week. It took choice fat classes 
to sell at $4.85 and the large share of 
medium to good ones sold at §$3.30@ 
4.25. 

Good to choice beef cows have been 
in moderate supply and have about held 
their own, with most of them bringing 
3.66@4.25, with the best at $4.50. Can- 
ners, cutters and medium beef cows, 
however, were in more liberal numbers 
and suffered a decline of 10@2vc. Most 
of the canners and cutters sold at $2.15 
@2.75, and most of the medium beef 
cows around $3@8.50. 

Although in active condition during 
early days, the calf market closes the 
period in poor shape. Liberal receipts 
broke the market fully 50@75ic from 
values in force two weeks ago and at 
the close of the week it took a choice 
class of vealers to sell at $6@6.50. 

Notwithstanaing a general decline of 
2c on stockers and feeders, the selling 
basis is still considered too high for 
profitable investment at the present beef 
cattle values. There is plenty of demand 
to solicit when values settle to a lower 
basis. A load of good fleshy feeders sold 
at $4.45, good thin feeders at $4.25 and 
stockers at $4, while the average me- 
djum and pretty good stockers and me- 
dium weight feeders sold between $3.30 
and $4.

Sheep Supply Exceeds Needs. 


A very small supply of sheep ar- 
rived last week and the quality was 
not as good at it should have been, 
Most of the offerings were Missouri- 
fed Westerns, although there was a 
few loads of native lambs on sale and 
they were pretty fair quality. At least 
four times as many sheep as was on 
Sale were needed to meet the needs of 
the market. 

The market was a little better. in 
prices than last week and a whole lot 
better in other ways. Buyers wanted 
the sheep and they bought all of the 
good ones readily. The lambs, both 
natives and Westerns, sold at $6.75@

Demand 
ruled in proportion to receipts and a 
good clearance of the _ supply was 
accomplished. All classes of big; rug- 
ged horses for city service that can 
withstand severe winter hardship 
common to the latter part of January, 
February and early March are the 
best sellers. About 1500 head have 
arrived for the period. 

There is no particular change mani-. 
fest in the mule trade, conditions av- 
eraging about the same as the pre- 
ceding period. Receipts of desirable 
cotton mules rule in about equal pro- 
portion with the demand. Those 
standing 15 to 15.3 hands with quality 
move readily at steady prices, while 
the common kinds are sluggish in the 
clearance and on a weak, uneven 
basis.

BREAK IN WHEAT 
AT END OF WEEK 


Tired Longs Finally Unload, Values 
Receding From Very Steady 
Levels. 








CLOSED DULL AND WEAK 





Fresh Wheat Coming Forward in 
Large Volume—Corn 
Prices Higher. 





Facts and figures finding their way 
into the local grain exchange were al- 
mest uniformly bearish in character 
last week, yet the most radical features 
were able to cause only temporary de- 
pression, there being at times a verita- 
ble scramble to buy wheat in the pit. 
Speculation was on a good scale, and 
prices generally ruled very steady up 
to Saturday, when a sharp break car- 


ried prices down to %@2c below the pre- 
vious close. 


Made Weak Start. 
World’s shipments of wheat were 
about as expected, and America made 
a smaller proportion of the exports than 


recently, though those from Russia and 
the Danube also showed a falling off. 
Cables at we start came about 1%d 
lower, and combined with the sharp 
Increase in the ocean passage, stocks 
which are now over 6,000,000 bu more 
than those of the last year, caused 
depression. 

Receipts in the Southwest and more 
particularly in the Northwest, were 
very heavy, the offerings from the 
country having become more liberal and 
the postings more than doubling those 
of last year. Supplies in the larger 
markets of the Northwest piled up rap- 
idly, the cash demand there being only 
fair. Weather in that region was fa- 
vorable, but the mild weather over most 
of the winter belt caused some appre- 
hension, though the alarm was based 
mainly on opportunities that these con- 
ditions would afford for the propaga- 
tion of insects. There were numerous re- 
ports of Hessian flies, mostly from sec- 
tions of Kansas, but the majority of 
answers to inquiries on the subject sent 
out rather discounted the danger from 
this source. 

Foreign conditions, except for freezing 
weather in Germany, United Kingdom 
and Hungary good. Most European 
countries report good progress, and Ar- 
gentine advices stated that weather and 
conditions were splendid. This South 
American country exported another 
large quantity of wheat and continues 
to offer the new stock freely. Liver- 
pool reported sales of Argentine wheat 
for February-March shipment at 106%c 
c. 1. f. Liverpool and for the same ship- 
ment and conditions American whest 
could not be sold for less than 108%c. 


Foreign Markets Depressed. 
From the exporters’ standpoint the 
situation was very unfavorable. Some 


red winter was worked at times, but 
the volume was small and bids were 
few and out of line. Very little North-« 
ern wheat was worked for export from 
the Northwestern markets and the Gulf 
also reported few sales. 

Uniform depression ruled in practical- 
ly all of the important foreign markets. 
Liverpool declined steadily on free and 
cheap offerings from Argentine, gen- 
erally poor support and the slow spot 
demand. Berlin‘showed advances occa- 
sionally based on the unfavorab'e 
weather, but other Continental markets, 
even following advances. on this side, 
were weak. 

Late Support Good. 


Despite the bearish tone of the news, 
however, shorts covered extensively and 
there was some quite confident long 
buying. There was little pressure to 
sell and following a sharp break at the 
opening prices showed a very steady 
undertone at the recession and then 
gradually worked up. One feature that 
inspired confidence on the buying side 
was the greatly reduced bank rates 
abroad and the fact that reserves in 
this country have not only been  re- 
stored, but increased sharply. The 
strong action of corn also added to the 
steady tone, as did the Hessian fly re- 
ports. : 

Prices made several fractional declines 
during the week, but recovered them 
and ruled very steady up to Saturday. 
In the latter part of the week the sup- 
port was based on the cold weather 
which suddenly followed mild condi- 
tions and found the crop without snow 
protection. At the week’s close, how- 
ever, very large offerings from the 
longs found practically no demand and 
the close was dull and weak at the low 

int. 
May wheat closed 1%@2c lower for 
the week at $1, and July wheat Xc low- 
er at 94%c. 

The cash demand for wheat at this 





point was extensive, the offerings 
rather light and a quite strong price 
list existed. 


Statistical News. 


World’s shipments of wheat were 
8,896,000 bu, against 8,864,000 bu last 
week and 9,616,000 bu a year ago. The 
domestic visible supply of wheat de- 
creased 655,000 bu, and now amounts 
to 47,226,000 bu, which compares with 
a decrease of 839,000 bu, with 45,460, - 
000 bu in sight at the same time last 
year. World's visible supply of wheat 
decreased 476,000 bu, against a de- 
crease Of 6,487,000 bu last year. Wheat

Corn Prices Advance. 

The tone in corn was quite strong 
though speculation was on a rather 
small scale. The movement of corn 
at the beginning of ‘the week was 
smaller than expected and receipts de- 
creased steadily, though they are still 
somewhat. over those of a year ago 
The mild weather that existe during 
the first few days was considered in. 
jurious to corn, as it prevented the 
proper drying and made considerable 
of the corn unmerchantable. There 
was some export call for corn re- 
ported, though this was small, and 
the cash demand from the East being 
Slow and almost entirely confined to 
kiln-dried, stocks at most Western 
markets showed increases. Futures 
at this point were given good sup- 
port during most of the week, but at the

The congregation was formed by a 
merger of the Central] Christian Church, 
Finney avenue near Grand avenue, and 

Mount Cabanne Christian Church, 
highway and Morgan _ street. 
Both ot these were strong, self-sustain- 
ing churches, but their territory was 
practically the same and it was deemed 
ndvisable to unite them on that ac- 
count, making of the two a great power 
in the religious iife of the city. Dr.

GREAT BEND, Kan., Jan. 25.—While 
leaving his home in the custody of an 
officer to whom his bondsmen had sur- 
rendered him to answer a charge of per- 
jury in connection with the looting of 
the Bank of Ellinwood, Leo Bochemohle 
yesterday shot himself dead. He was 
about to be taken to the Great Bend 
Jail 

Bochemohle’s bondsmen had just suc: 
ceeded, after a day’s effort, in hav- 
ing themselves relieved of liability for 
a bond of $6000 they had signed to in- 
sure his appearance for trial. He was 
charged with swearing that two notes 
which had been canceled were still 
among the assets of the bank, which 
was olosed last Tuesday. 

Developments in the bank’s closing 
show that money had been received from 
farmers and merchants to apply = on 
purchases of land and payment of 
notes. All that those who paid the 
money had to show for it was personal 
receipts from Bochemohle and in som» 
cases not that much. Bochemohle’s 
principal plan of looting the bank seems 
to have been. to spen.. the bank’s money 
for personal pleasures and to subst) 
tute worthless paper for it. 

The last statement showed deposits 
of more than $100,000. No more than 
$20,000 of paper now is considered goo? 
by the Deputy Bank Examiner.

The fringe of saloons bordering the 
outskirts of East St. Louis is being at- 
tacked by the local option forces. These 
saloons are in Centerville Station Town- 


ship. Petitions now being circulated in 
the township to piace the “‘wet or dry’”’ 
proposition on the ballots have been 
signed by almost the required 125 voters. 
A meeting was held last night 
at the Jefferson School in Lansdowne 
to complete the anti-saloon organiza- 
tion. 

If the local option movement is suc- 
cessful, it will mean the eradication of 
the saloons at Edgemont, which have 
heretofore been an oasis in the thirst 
desert adjoining St. Louis. The Lame 
Goose saloon north of East St. Louis, 
which laid golden eggs for its owners 
during ‘“‘lid’”’ times, will have to give one 
last quack and close its doors. 

Lakeside Park, in Rose Lake, with its 
natural bush surroundings and mega- 
p!.one connections with the outer world, 
wili pass into ancient history if the 
movement succeeds. At Centerville Sta- 
tion the saloon will cease to be the most 
important branch of business and the 
remaining blacksmith shop can plod 
a'ong undisturbed.

Joseph Anderson Earns Few 
Pennies While Trying to 
Get Education. 





With his father slowly dying of con- 
sumption and his mother gradually be 
coming blind Joseph Anderson, a sturd) 
ittle chap of 10 years, has earned the 
only money that the family has received 
.n six weeks, by collecting old bottles 
which he sells for 1 cent a dozen. Th 
15 or 20 cents a week he has earned has 
hardly sufficed to keep the family fron 
humger, and but for assistance from th« 
police of the Soulard Street Station ex 
istence would have been impossible. 

Notwithstanding the wearisome hour: 
of search necessary to collect a suffi 
cient number of the bottles, the lad ha: 
‘ound time to regularly attend the As- 
sumption Catholic School, where he i 
one of the brightest pupils in the fift!’ 
grade. 

Appeals to Post-Dispatch. 

In a last effort to obtain aid for his 
helpless parents he wrote the following 
ietter to the Post-Dispatch:

at Hot Springs 
It Weighed 


Nearly Five Pounds and Made 
a Splendid Omelette 


ID you ever hear of one egg making a 
meal for 20 persons? That has recently 
been done in Hot Springs, Ark. The first 

oceasion was when Mme. Adelina Patti was guest 
of honor. At another time Col. S. W. Fordyce 
of St. Louis was entertained, and on several other 


oceasions such a unique meal was served. 
The single egg on which a score of persons 


made & meal was cooked into a great omelette 
and was said by all who partook of it to be very 
delicious and toothsome. 

But where did such an immense egg come from, 
you ask. What sort of a chicken could lay an 
egg 80 enormous? 

Well, the fowl that laid the big egg was no 
chicken, but one of the Stately ostriches on the 
Hot Springs Ostrich Farm. It is not often, how- 
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ever, that an ostrich egg is eaten. They are too 
valuable. 

But, good as ostrich eggs are to eat, there is 
a much more insistent demand and a much more 
profitable market for the wavy ostrich plumes 
for milady’s hat and boa. So, ordinarily, the eggs 
are preserved very carefully and hatched either 
by natural methods or in incubators. 

But sometimes an egg is laid so early in the 
season that, were it to be hatched, the delicate 
and frail young bird would die of cold, for baby 
ostriches require almost tropical temperatures. 

These eggs weigh from three anda half to five 
pounds and are equivalent to some twenty-five or 
thirty hen’s eggs. They never sell for less than 
$25 apiece and even the shell of such eggs as fai) 
to hatch have a market value as curios and souve- 
nirs. 

To boil an ostrich egg “soft” would require 90 
minutes, or an hour and a half—rather a long 
time to wait when one is‘n a hurry for breakfast 
or luncheon! 
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However, the only practical method of prepar- 
ing ostrich eggs for the table is to make then? 
into omelettes or to scramble them, and wher 
they are devoted to culinary purposes that is the 
manner in which the chef always handles them. 
Ostrich-egg omelettes are said to be finer than 
the omelettes made from the very choicest hen’s 
eggs. 

There is enough of the omelette to make a dish 
for 20 persons and have enough left over to pre- 
pare a fine egg punch, or sort of egg-nog, which 
is served in the big shell, carefully kept intact 
while the meat is abstracted for the omelette. 


Mme. Patti, after her Inncheon, said she had 
never tasted a more delicious omelette than that 
made from the ostrich egg. 


Ostriches are very strange and . interesting 
fowls. For one thing, they are the largest birds 
in the whole catalogue of nature, and their won- 
derful plumes are loved..by women throughout 
the civilized world. 
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NEST ANDIEGGS AT HOP SPRINGS-ARK, 


The ostriches are strong physically and very in- 
telligent. In some of their domestic customs they 
set a good example for human beings. For in- 
stance, the female sets on the eggs during the 
day and the male at night. This is a highly com- 
mendable institution, say a good many ladies who 
visit domestic ostriches, as it keeps the old gen- 
tleman home evenings. 

So far as can be learned, there never has been 
an ostrich-egg luncheon in St. Louis. Such a re- 
past would be a delightful novelty for some fash- 
lonable hostess of local society to arrange for 
her friends. What St. Louis society matron will 
be the first to serve an ostrich-egg omelette for 20 
delighted guests? 

Many luncheons and dinners cost a pretty sum, 





many times $25, and yet they lack the charm ané 
piquant novelty that would characterize ar 
ostrich-egg bill of fare. Ostrich eggs come pretty 
high compared with other eggs, but really as the 
foundation of a delightful society luncheon they 
are inexpensive.

HAT nemesis of fate 
family of 
Snell? 

Twice within a decade the tongues of 
scandal have busy with the name 
Snell. A few years ago Central Illinois 
was shocked by testimony In the divorce 
sult of Thorton Snell, a grandson of the 
late millionaire. 

Now scandal is busy 
same name—not escapades of some third- 
generation member, but the doings of 
old ‘*“‘Tom’’ Snell himse‘f, head of the 
family and founder of the Snell for- 
tune, who seems to have been a gay 
dog in the evening of his long life. 

They say ‘“‘Bah’’—that was the late 
Colonel's nickname—was considerable of 
a cynic.

TI know this sec- 
end flood of scandal has made many 
innocent hearta ache among those who 
would get money were the will “broken” 
but did not try to break it down with 
scandal. 

Skeleton in the Closet. 

Then. of course, the whole thing has 
been anything but joyful for Mrs. Ma- 
belle Snell-McNamara and Mrs. Lura 
Hamilton, the preacher's wife. and poor 
Httle 16-year-old FEelna Hamilton. I 
doubt if they appreciate the grim jokes 
of old “Tom,” {f, indeed, he had tn mind 
any bitter fests when he prepared his 
affairs for the inevitable coming of the 
“old man with the scythe.” 

And I have been thinking a good dea! 
lately about the peculiar fate that pur 
sues so many families of fortune ane 
social position. 

Some households move alone emoothts 
from one generation to another, and if 
there is a skeleton in the coset. the 
closet door is kept closed very carefully. 
Then there are other families in which 
scandals occur at intervals, like panics 
in the world of finance. 

Ie this merely coincident 
nome law of destiny that 
escaped our feeble human ken? 
eu-h a thing as a nemesis of fate” 

Here is an interesting problem for the 
students of heredity and those branches 
of research we ‘call occult and invest 
with mystery because we haven't pene- 
trated into their recesses as yet. 

l understand Thornton Snell has be- 
eome a model young business man. 
eteady-going, moral, dignified, shrewd 
and highly respected. His “wild oats” 
are sown and have themselves gone to 
seed and withered. Perhaps the old 
story of his divorce sult would have 
been forgotten and slept in the past had 
not old “Tom,” bis grandfather, played 
so many odd pranks in that remarkable 
will of his. 

A Handsome Woman. 

Thornton Snell Sr.. a son of Col. 
Tom Snell, and father of the young hero 
of the divorce suit, was a fine man, 80 
people in Bloomington tell me. He was 
tm the banking business there.

She had a gracious presence, 
tact and a rare amount of intellect. 

There are many costly homes 
Bloomington, but the house built 
Thornton Snell long was the stateliest 
dwelling in the little city. It is a massive 
pile of dull red brick and stone, towered 
and of unusual architectural] beauty. It 
oecupies an entire block of ground and 
there are elaborate stables in the rear 
and great, spreading maples transplant- 
ed at huge cost, grace the front lawn. 

Money to Spnd. 

But not long after the palatial home 
Was completed Thornton Snell was 
Stricken with apoplexy one summer aft- 
ernoon “n the broad stone steps and 
died before medical aid could reach him. 

He was a short, thick-set man, with 
a stout neck. He did not have the slen- 
der, gritty figure and cavacity for en 
durance that characterized his father, 
who, “Dick” Snell would have us be- 
li¢ve, was a sort of hoary Don Jua. 
between the ages of 80 and 90. 

Thornton Snell pad three childrer- 
Lena, who married Will Dinsmore, « 
Presbyterian preacher's son: ‘Chornton 
Jr., and Harry. Lena was forgiven 
after her elopement. 

Thornton Jr.

He and “Bah” were great 
friends and often romped together «on 
the Snell lawn under the great maples.

Nobody 
in Bloomington knew her before the 
wedding and there were some strange 
Stories told later that the marriage 
might not hav occured just wien it did 
if the bride’s father hac not grimly in- 
sisted on it and been enough in the right 
to make his “bluff"’ go. 

A Sensational Affair.

POSSIBLE cause of war between England and the United 
States will be removed when the London Times is reorgan- 
ized by its new editor, O. Arthur Pearson. It is one of the 
ironies of fate that this journal, which has been distinguished since 


' its birth 12 years after the signing of the Declaration of Independ- 


ence, by its venomous animosity towards everything American, 
should now be rescued from impending ruin by American meth- 


ods. 





ORE than once has the London 

Times brought England and the 

United States to the verge of 
war. Americans attached more impor- 
tance to its utterances than they de- 
served, and Englishmen, not knowing 
this,- permitted the paper to pose as 
the representative of their Government 
and of British public opinion. There will 
be no more of this. 

The Times came to be hated here dur- 
ing the Civil War, wherein it saw an op- 
portunity to destroy the Union. 

The Times cared nothing about the 
South. It hated Southerners as much as 
Northerners, because they were both 
Americans. But, not content with as- 
pousing the cause of the South, it fillec 
its pages during four years with vir- 
ulent abuse of everything Northern. 


Ridiculed Lincoln. 

It held President Lincoln up to ridi- 
cule, declered that the Union soldiers 
were “the scum of the earth,’ marclh- 
ing in armed mobs, that the North- 
ern generals were incompctent drunk-

“ards, and that the war was one of ag- 


gression and oppression on the part of 
the North. . 

Charies Sumner could hardly contain 
‘himself when he heard the name of the 
paper. Seward it represented as crazy. 
Lincoln it depicted as a monkey. a thie’ 
and a lar, who violated the Constitu- 
‘ton under the name of law ard ordeér. 

The Times encouraged the sale of 
Confederate bonds in England, urged the 
re-enforcement of British garrisons in 
Canada and furthered the echeme cf 
Louls Napoleon to found a French em- 
pire in Mexico. It had its representa- 
tive her® with the Confederates from 
Sumpter to Appomattox. 

It had “Bull Ran” Russell at the in- 
ception of the Confederate Government 
at Montgomery, Ala., sending to the pa- 
per predictions which read today look 
preposterous. 


A Continuous Policy. 

In the matter of Mason and Slidell, 
the Times indulged its anti-American 
animosities to the utmost, and, but for 
the efforts of lord Lyons, the level- 
headed British Minister at Washington. 
wor would have been declared upon 
I'ngland. The Times made the most of 
Gladstone's extraordinary statement 
when Chancellor of the Exchequer that 
“Jefferson Davis had created a nation,” 
and t did fits best to facilitat the sail- 
ing of the Alabama and the threwing 
open to her of British ports in all parts 
of the world. 

Not content with hiring Englishmen to 
“knock” things American, like the mili- 
tary critics 1. employed te prove that 
Grant would fail at Vicksburg and Lee 
have a walkover at Gettysburg, it em- 
ployed George W. Smatfiey ,a notorious 
=merican anglomanfac, for the same 
purpose. 

Cause of Its Ruin. 


This malignant policy on the part of 
the London Times pursued not alone 
towards the United States, but towards 
every other country except England, 
caused its ruin. Delane, the great edi- 
tor of the Times, laid down the policy 
that the paper should always support 
the existing government in Bngiand. 
This made it at least stand for the ma- 
jority of the British people. 

But during recent years this wise pol- 
fey has been abandoned. The Times 
made itee!f a party organ. It has not 

«ly supported the Tories since the last 
ferneral election placed them in a hope- 
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less minority, but it ateacked the ma- 
jority of that party. The Times was 
always attacking nationalities, parties 
and religions, and other large bodies of 
thought, so that it was steadily circum- 
scribing its field and making enemies 
instead of friends. 


Worried Great Britain. 

Naturally Englishmen have repudiatea 
the paper. The Times has had no stand- 
ing in England of recent years. It stood 
for nothing. It expressed only its own 
opinion and not public opinion, and Eng- 
lishmen have had much difficulty in 
persuading Americans that it was an 
irresponsible organ which did not speak 
for the Government or the people, and 
which, in fact, was a source of worry 
and annoyance and of danger to Great 
Britain. 

And now American methods of jour- 
nalism will come to the rescue of the 
London Times, This does not mean 
that it is to become a yellow journal. 
But it does mean that the paper will be 
edited with common senge, on broad in- 
stead of narrow lines. 

It means that the Times wil! be 
edited by editors and not by snobs. It 
means that the Times will study pub- 
lic welfare and public opinion, that it 
will be sympathetic rather than venom- 
ous, that it will print news instead of 
lies, accurate facts of the occurrences 
of the day instead of fabrications or 
its own notions. 


To Be a Newspaper 

In other words, the London Times i+ 
to become for the first time a newspa- 
per and not an organ. It will stand 
for the people and not for the “closet 
philosophers.”’ It will ba against war 
and in favor of peace, instead of be- 
ing in favor of war and against peace. 
Snobbery, bigotry, vindictiveness, pig- 
headedness, obstinacy, insularity—all 
these will be eliminate. from its col- 
umns. 

The Americanigation of the English 
press began with C.-Arthur Pearson and 
Alfred Harmsworth. When these had 
accumulated fortures publishing little 
weeklies of the “snippit’’ «= *hool, filled 
with odds and ends from scrap-books, 
guessirg contests end puzzles, they de- 
cided to~.enter the newspaper field, 
which in England had sunk to a low 
condition. But there is a big difference 
between running a weekly like Tit-Bits 
and a daily newspaper. 


Two Bright Young Men. 

Neither Harmsworth nor Pearson 
knew anything about journalism. Yet 
the newspapers which these men own 
today have been wonderfully successfu) 
and some of them, like the Daily Mail 
and Daily Express, have achieved dis- 
tinction. 

This is because, realizing the wretch- 
edness of British journalism and the 
superiority of American journalism, they 
copied the latter. “hey imported into 
nMnglan. American editors to present 
the English news in the American form 
These editors included Pryor from the 
New York Sun. Balch from the Asso- 
clated Press, Bloomenfeld from the 
New York Herald and Murphy, McKee. 
Kennealey and Burton from the New 
York World. Even some of the me- 
chanical force on these London papers 
was imported from this country. and 
all the machinery was Amc -ican. 

While the papers printed in ng 1 
by these men today appear to be rath.

The Piggott Forgeries.

gland that the Times had been bought 
by Arfericans and which hundreds of 
thousands of Englishmen believe today. 
But the paper had become of so little 
importance that nobody in England 
cared whether it had been bought by 
Americans or anybody else. 

What had happened was this: A book 
agent from/ Chicago walked into the 
Times office and told the directors that 
the thing to do was not to publish a 
newspaper at all, but to sell books. This 
man, named Hooper, owned the British 
rights on a 30-year-old edition of the 
Encyclopedia Brittanica and on the Cen- 
tury Dictionary. 


Criticised the Dukes. * 

The paper’s editorials even at that 
time were “waspy and familiar” In 
fact, Mr. Walter was put in the public 
pillory at Charing Cress for telling 
things about the Dukes of York, Cum- 
berland and Gloucester. His criticistns 
‘“‘subjected him to the horrors oi New- 
gate Prison.”’ 

In 18903 he retired and was succeeded 
by his son, John Walter the «ceond, then 
2 years old. He at once declared the 
Times “‘to be a moral autonomy, indé- 
pendent of all governments and all fae- 
tions.”” The thunder of wine ae ar- 
ti'lery was then filling Eu with the 
voice of war, but the opinions of the 
Times soon filled the ear of 
and were gravely discussed in continen- 
ta, capitals. In 1810 the Government 
tried to curb the independent tone of 
the Times, and its letters and dispatches 
were ordered held up, but Walter's cor- — 
tceapondents had no difficulty In out-— 
stripping the official messengers Soon 
the Times foreign news was rvcarded by 
merchants as a safe basis for trade, and 
people would not believe a Goverament 
report if it conflicted with the Times. 


Corn Laws Cathpaign. 

In 1814 Walter introduced a steam 
prirting press, much to the consterna- 
tion of his emploves. In 1816 he bought 
2 large estate. % miles from London, 
cenverted it into half park and half 
farm. Children of the ‘enants and 
laborers were taken into service on the 
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New York World. All other

MERICAN journalism’’ consists of two fundamental 
principles—First: Enterprise in gathering and 
presenting the news, originated by the elder Ben- 
nett; second, public service and achievement, first illustra-

To entertain the King, or 
eny member of the royal family, for a 
week's shooting is ane of the easiest 
ways of parting with money that could 
be devised. Yet noblemen and merchant 
rrinces are only too happy to have the 
privilege, and count the honor of being 
& royal host cheap at the-price. And 80 
i; is—for when a man’s income runs 
into the hundreds of thousands, what is 
a paltry $50,000? | 

Where does the money go? Item num- 
ter one is for rent. A first-class grouse 
moor either in’ Scotiand or England, 
wases at anything up to $25,000 per an- 
num. Even if the cstate be his private 
property, as is generally the case, rent 
still enters the calculations, for the 
income that might have been derived 
has to be sacrificed. To watch and pro- 
tect such a moor at teast a dozen keep- 
ers are necessary, and these will cost 
every penny of $5000. Repairs will run 
away with $500 a year. restocking of 
game absorbs $1000 and food for the 
young birds quite $25. On the top of 
this there is the upkeep of the shoot- 
lng box—frequently the size of a castle 
“r ducal mansion—with stable. including 
the very large number of saddie ponies 
that are wanted on shooting days, doks.

Noblemen and Merchant Princes Can Devise 
No Easier Way to Part With Their Money 


$45,000 a year is entailed before the fa- 
cilities for royal sport are at hand. Ex- 
cept in the case of the noble famiiies 
much has to be spent in gaining entree 
to royal society; but no account shal] be 
taken of such item. On the occasion 
of a royal visit there seems no end to 
the expense. Everything, of cvurse, 
must be done on a befitti:.g scale. 
Numerous carriages and motor cars are 
necessary to transport the royal reti- 
tue from the railway, often many miles 
away. His Majesty seldom travels with 
a less staff than a dozen—equerries, sec- 
retaries, valet, butler, gun loader, dog 
man, etc.—@nd the extent of his luggage 
ray be co from the fact that on 
hie recent visit to Marienbad he had 88 
trunks. 

Naturally a fashionable house party 
must be invited to meet the royal guest 
end form pleasant company, and these 
have quite a formidable following of 
servants. Nowadays they all travel per 
rotor broug!.am and bring their chauf- 
feurs and footmen; every lady has her 
maid and every gentleman his valet. 
while the more prominent will also have 
their secretaries. Then a number of 


gentlemenly and skilled detectives al- 
ways accompany a royal personage to 
1..sure safety. All these people have to 
be entertained according to their rank 
(and let it be remembered that the 
King’s secretary is e Lord), so that it 
scarcely needs to be saia that the ordi- 
nary household staff requires considera- 
ble augmentation, and that mere house- 
keeping expenses are far beyond the 
reach of ordinary Ynortals. 

Out of doors is a similar state of af- 
fairs. From fifty to a hundred beaters 
are necessary for every day's shoot; ex- 
tra police patrol the district high and 
low: boys are wanted to hold the ponies’ 
bridles when not being ridden: carriers 
to take up the luncheon and bring down 
the “bag; and all suffer from hunger 
and thirst and look to the host for ra- 
tions. Ammunition, too, has to be pro- 
vided: in fact, everything has to come 
out of the pocket of the host. His guests 
stay at his house, eat his food, ride his 
horses and shoet his game on his moors, 
with his powder and shot. Th€ only 
thing he has not to pay for are the 
royal wines and cigars, and these eti- 
quette prescribes royalty shall provide 


for themselves. 

But it is a happy and memorable time.

~-Mother and Real Mother 
Passes From Court to 
Court, Involves States, 


Kidnapings 


and Detect- 


ives—Extraordinary Illus- 
tration of Maternal Instinct 
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FTER a bitter legal fight extending over two and a half 
years, Mrs. Charlotte E. Bleakley has-at last gained a 


legal right to her own child, the famous ‘‘Ineubator 
Baby,’’ which cannot be disputed, under the present ruling of the 
courts, so long as she stays in Kansas. 

When Judge John C. Pollock .of the United States Cirewit 
Court at Topeka recently announced his decision, declaring the 
Federal courts had no jurisdiction in the case, the real mother of 
.the little girl, clasping her baby tightly by the hand, left the court- 
room with tears of joy streaming down her cheeks. The same de- 
cision which brought such great joy to the real mother cansed the 
foster mother to leave the Judge’s chambers with distress written 
in every line of her face and her body shaken by suppressed sobs. 

The battle had been a long one and full of intense agony for both 
women. Both showed every evidence of having a deep love for the 
little girl and both had suffered intensely in the long-drawn out 


controversy. 


HF people of the Urited States 
may remember the case from the 
beginning. On May 22, 1904, a lit- 

tle mite of a baby was born in a St. 
Louis hospital. It weighed scarcely two 
pounds. The mother was in strait- 
ened clroumstances and the little gir! 
Was put in ai incubator in one of the 
exhibits at the St. Louls World's Fair. 
Here it was viewed by thousands of 
people and became known as the ‘“‘In- 
ewbator Baby.” For only brief inter- 
Vale since that time has public interest 
in its career lapsed. 

Tt was adopted by an attendant at the 
World's Fair, airs. Stella G. Barclay 
ope be husband of Nw York. On May 

1905, the mother sued in an Illinois 

court for possession o the child. She 
got it and went to Kensas. On Sept. 
6, 1905, the foster mother sued in a Kan- 
‘” the suit te gain the 
Cusiedy of tbe aby. The Caurt of Ap- 


peals of Illinois reversed the decision of 
the lower court of Illinois and the Su- 
preme Court of Kansas reversed the de- 
cision of the lower court of Kansas. 
Nov. 9, 1907, the case reached the Fed- 
eral Court and on Jan. 4 the fifth and, 
so far, final decision \‘as given, leav- 
ing the child with its real mother. 


The story of the case is marked with a 
strong determination on the part of 
both women to win the right to rear 
the child. The adoption of the baby is 
the first of the stri.nge incidents which 
have befallen it since its life in the in- 
cubator ended. 


When Mra. Barclay decided she wanted 
to adopt the child she sought out the 
mother and finally arrangements were 
made by which she was to take the 
child and rear it. The mother and 
father signed the deed giving away their 


Ill., with their newly acquired, tiny 
ward. 

When the mother of the ‘child, Mrs. 
Bleakley, grew strong and well again 
she began to wish back the offspring 
she had ~iven away. Seeking out the 
child and its foster parents, she filed 
suit in the District Court of Rock Island 
County, Illinois, to obtain possession of 


it. Bitterly the case was fought. 


Fled in Fear. 

The legality of the adoption papers 
was attacked. The mother asserted that 
she signed away her rights to the child 
under a misapprehension. When the 
Court gave its decision she was viec- 
torious and the child passed from the 
cares of its foster mother back to the 
protection of its reat mother. Fear of 
a change in the Court's decision caused 
the mother to take the chiiu and flee 
from the State. ' 

Her husband had refused to join her 
in her battle for her baby and she 
was forced to fight it aloue, he having 
left her after a divorce had been se- 
cured. From Illinois she went to Kan- 
sas and sought refuge in Lawrence, 
where the Kansas State University is 
located. Little did she dream at this 
time what the location of the State 
University wduld mean to her later on. 

Foster Mother Appeared. 

Hardly had she located herself in her 
new teurroundings before the fos‘er 
mother again appeared on the scene 
and began a suit in the Douglass Coun- 
ty Court for the baby. Another legal) 
battle followed, in which the best talent 
of the Middle West was “engaged, and 
this time the real mother lost. During 
these battles it was not admitted that 
Mrs. Bleakley was the real mother, 


but was contended that her child had. 


died and the one she was claiming was 
the child of another. All through her 
battles, however, she stoutly maintained 
that the child was of her own flesh 
and blood. 

When the news of the decision spread 
there was general regret throughout the 
littlé university town, for all the resi- 
dents and the students had taken a 
great interest in the trial. But forces 
were working unseen and of which the 
dignified Court knew nothing. 


Mysterious Disappearance. 

Mrs. Bleakley asked permission to take 
the child home and dress it before turn- 
ing it over to its foster mother. This 
request the Court granted. 

It was in the evening, and dusk was 
fast turning to darkness. A hack drov~» 
up to the house, Mrs. Bleakley and the 
child were bundled into it and whisked 
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away to the train. Soon she was speed- 
ing out of the jurisdiction of the court. 
When the Judge awoke to the fact that 
she was gone, her disappearance was 
shrouded in mystery. It was whispered 
about at the time that university st'1- 
dents had been active participants in 
the flight and there was talk or prose- 
cutions for contempt of court. But noth- 
ing came of it, although it was pretty 
definitely established later that the af- 
fair was engineered by the students. 


Foster Mother Appeared. 


In the meantime, the case in Illinois 
had been appealed to the Court of Ap- 
peals and the decision of the lower ceurt 
reversed, thus upholding the validity 
of the adoption papers and giving the 
foster-mother the title to the child. The 
Kansas case was appealed and the 
State Supreme Corrt decided that the 
Douglass County Court’s decision was 
invalid. 

Thus,

by the decision of the Illinois 
the baby legally belongs to the 
Barclays and by the decision of the 
Kansas court to Mrs. Bleakley. 

As Mrs. Bleakley has kept out of Illi- 
nois since tie decision by the Court of 
Appeals, the hope of the Barclays that 
this decision would bring back the 
child to them has proven vain. It is on 
the decision of the Illinots courts that 
they have relied to keep the child and, 
on the other hand, it is on the decision 
of the Kansas courts that Mrs. Bleak- 
ley has relied to keep her baby. 


Mothers in Combat. 

From Lawrence Mrs. Bleakley went 
to Chautauqua County, where she was 
later found by the Barclays. And here 
again a bi.ter contest ensued, which has 
always been more or less shrouded in 
mystery. Twice during proceedings there 
the mother and the foster mother met 
in personal combat. County officers 
were accused of being prejuaiced and 
not doing their duty impartially and 
finally Mrs. Bleakley, bundling the Ht- 
tle girl in her arms, again fled, this 
time to Oklahoma. The attorneys for 
the foster mother charge the Sheriff 
with dilatoriness in serving papers and 
thus allowing the mother to escape. 
Whether this is true the Sheriff knows— 
and probably Mrs. Bleakley, but it will 
never determined in court the 
scene of the long contest has changed. 

The next appearance of the case was 
when suit was filed in United 
States Circuit Court: A of 
habeas corpus was issued bv the 
Court for the appearance of the 
baby, now grown into a dainty little 
girl of nearly four years, and, to the 
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general surprise of the public, mother 
and child were found by a deputy 
Untied States Marshal, comfortably lo- 


cated in Topeka, near Washburn Col-” 


lege. 
Hard Legal Battle. - 


Then began the hardest legal battle of 
them all, in which Eugene F. Ware, 
former Pension Comissioner, fought for 
Mrs. Bleakley. In this case it was 
admitted that Mrs. Bleakley is the real 
mother of the child ana the contest was 
hinged on the I-vality of the adoption 
papers. Then came the Court's ruling 
which blasted the immediate hopes of 
the foster mother and brightened those 
of the real mother. The Court decided it 
could not interfere and, as the mother 
and baby were still under the jur:.s- 
diction of the Kansas courts. there was 
no way for the foster mother to get 
back the baby. And this is how the case 
stands now. 

‘“‘We will carry this case to the high- 
est court in God’s land,” Mrs. Barclay 
has declared. But this was before the 
decision and what she will! really do can 
te learned only by waiting. 


Marriage a Misfortune. 


ThroughBut the entire case, Mrs. Ora 
Thompson, mother of Mrs. Bleakley, has 
Leen an important factor, planning and 
ergineering the affair for her daughter. 
The little gift, called by her mother 
Marian Roberta, has grown from the 
tiny ‘‘Incubator Baby” into a dainty, at- 
tractive mise, that held all eyes dur- 
ing her appearance in the courtroom at 
the last trial. She is now big enough 
to begin to realize to-a limited degree 
that she is the object of unusual atten- 
ticns, and her mother takes care to talk 
as little about the matter before ner as 
possible. Mrs. Bleakley is a_ school 
teacher and says she expects to g0 
back to her old work,again. In speak- 
ing of the long battle and the circum- 
Stances connected with it, she said: 

“I aid make a deed of adoption a short 
time after the birth of my baby. My 
marriage had been a misfortune. My 
husband went to pieces; I was deeply 
discouraged and neglected and had no 
father. I was ill and had been since 
the birth of my child and doubted if | 
would ever get over it. I loved my babys 
and wanted good things for her, and 
happiness. 


Dread of Adoption.

ST. LOUIS business man is being 
urged by his friends to push claims 
against Marconi, the so-called ‘‘wiz- 
ard of wireless telegraphy,’’ to wrest from 
Marconi his laurels as the discoverer of 
the wonderful system of sending wireless 
messages. Evidences are in the hands of 
this St. Louis inventor that would, it is 
claimed, prove that he was the real dis- 


coverer. 


N A little shop at Vandalia, lll., one full year be- 

| fore the idea of electric Waves entered the head 

of Marconi, John W. Kurtz was sending mes- 

sages without wires and dimly wondering what he 

had found. It was all very wonderful to Kurtz; 

there was no one in Vandalia who could enlighten 
him as to what he had discovered. 

Kurts is a business man of St. Leuis, with an office 
in the Chemica! Building, although his home is in 
Vandalia. There he was born in 1868; he came to 
®t. Louis when 6 vears old and has since made St. 
fouls his headquarters. 

A few years ago he went te Vandalia. where he 
bought the old family home. Here he has carried 
on his experimenis for 15 years, Where he has 
room eut of doors to erect towers as signa! stations. 
His business, as expert telephone and telegraph in- 
staller, carries him all over the United States. Fie 
gealously guards his time, and is discontent unless 
he is at work in his own laboratory. 


Got the Idea From a Fly. 


- Be little has he to say about his achievements that 
many of the citizens of Vandalia do not know that 
they have among them a man who may become a 
world power in the field of electricity. He considers 
that it is of no use to talk about his work, as none 
in Vandalia, or in St. Louis, for that matter, can 
help him, and as visitors in his experimental shop 
would be merely meddiers. 

Kurtz claims that he was able to send complete 
moeseages one year before Marconi; that he also sent 
wireless telephone messages. His first principle 
has. he says, matertalized into the present-day wire- 
less telegraph, in use the world over; that his second 
discovery. advanced by himeelf and others, is now 
the wireless telephone, which bids fair to come into 
general use. 

Hiow he came to stumble on to the modern marvé) 
sounds like a chapter from Gulliver. It all came 
about throuch a fly walking over a piece of glazed 
paper. Mr. Kurtz wae sitting at his desk one day, 
and on the desk was a bottle, and on top of the 
Open bottle a piece of glazed paper was lying. As 
the fly too. its over the paper, Mr. Kurtz 
distinctly heard tt The plece of paper served 
ae a sounding board 

He began to wonder what the result would be if 
électricity was applied to the sounding board. So 
enthused was he by his idea that he jumped up and 
experimenting.

“a he began to wonder why an electric current 
stopped when it got to the end of a wire. He con- 
Ghuded that it could not gather on the end of a wire, 
as a drop of water does before dropping off the point 
Of a neecle. The second question was that If it left 
the wires, what of it, and was the force 
Wasted” 

Pollowing his idea, he set up a pole in his shop at 
Fence. with a correspondingly opposite pole a few 
feet away. Then he, by means cf a simple Morse 
Wiegraph instrument, put on and threw off the cur 
ent. For days he worked at this, but.all without 
@vail. There was not the slightest sign of success. 
By mere chance one day he put his two poles di- 
pveer north and south of each other. When the cur- 
fent was turned on, in dots and dashes, the other pole 


became 


highlv elated as was Watt, or Goodyear, or 
Galileo. Little did he dream at that time that he 
was on the verge of a new era in electricity and of 
transmission of thought. 

What puzzled him was the fact that he could only 
send the dots and dashes when the two machines 
were on a line running north and south. It puzzied 
him for many months before any clear solution was 
reached. Mr. Kurtz knows that it was because 
his current was so weak that it could not batter down 
the resistance of the atmosphere. When the ma- 
chines were in a line running north and south, and 
the sending pole was to the south, the current was 
strengthened by the northern magnetic pole. 


His St. 


His first suecessful attempt was made, lhe 
May 1, 1898. Marconi, in interviews, tells that it was 
in 1894 that the idea of electric currents penetrating 
the air was first born to him. He was then visiting 
his brother Louis at Andorno, Italy. He told Prof. 
Righi and the two worked together at Montese. 

er Marconi worked at the University of Bologna. 
His’ first successful attempt at wireless transmis- 
sion was in 1897, when, on board the Prince of Wales’ 
yacht, he sent a few words from the Prince to Queen 
Victoria. It was not until December 20, 1902, that he 
claimed to be successfil in sending a message across 
the Atlantic. 

Leaving Vandalia, I!l., Inventor Kurtz went to 
Muncie, Ind. He had to work with telephones as a 
means of livelihood. Every spare moment was spent 
in his own ‘workshop at Muncie furthering his idea 
about wireless telegraphy. Here he erected a tower 
206 feet high, on the outskirts of Muncie, and a 
corresponding tower nine miles out in Allen County, 
at a little inland town known as Middletown. 

This second tower was only about fifty feet high, 
but it was situated on a high hill that made the 
two poles approximately of the same height. He was 
being backed financially by William R. Maxadon, a 
Congressman from Southern Indiana. who now lives 
at Albany, Ind. Mr. Kurtz worked with George D. 
Shively, then manager of the Bell Telephone at los- 
toria, Ind.. He now lives in St. Pau)

distant. 

1897—Marconi sent signals from Laver- 
nock to Flatholm, and introduced the high, 
or aerial wire.

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Kurtz stood on the tower at Muncie and elicked 
the following message to Shively, who was in charge 
of the station at Middletown: 


“A. B. C. Cyrus Field is outdone.” 

He did not realize the great importance of his cis- 
covery. His method of transmission was 80 Ccum- 
bersome that it seemed to be little better than a 
curious electrical phenomenon. He was more tnter- 
ested in telephony. 

He originated the multiple contact idea. All these 
years since Mr. Kuriz has working on the 
principle of the telephone, and now sie is president 
of the National Tejephone Co., with offices in five 
of the large cities of the United States, and incor- 
porated at $10,000,000. 

Among those who testify as to what the Vandalia 
inventor succeeded in doing at Muncie, Ind., are 
George A. Hill of New York City, Capt. A. J.

On Verge of a New Era. 


Leaving Muncie, Mr. Kurtz came to East St. Louis 
to install a telephone. He made arrangements for a 
tower to be erected in East St. Louls and another on 
a building owned by August A. Busch, in South St. 
Louis. Work was progressing finely, When the cy- 
clone of 189 completely demolished all his towers. 
Had it not been for this misfortune St. Louis might 
have been the place that would have introduced to 
the world wireless telegraphy. 

When it was annewnced ta December, 1902, that 
Marconi had succeeded in sending a message across 
the ocean without wires, and that the world hailed 
the Italian as the first inventor, Kurtz gave up and 
turned the bent of his mind in another direction. He 
had made no public exhibition, and had only the

feet, and began to drop swiftly to the earth, more

than a couple of miles below. ‘“‘The descent at first 

was rapid,’’ Mr. Wise writes, “and accompanied by 
a fearful moaning noise, caused by air rushing~ 
through the network and *@ gas escaping from 
above. In another mor» at I felt a slight shock 

and, looking up to sed what caused it, I discovered 

that the balloon was canting over. being nicely 
doubled in. the lower half into the upper.” 

The balloon had, in fact, formed itself into a para- 
chute; and, oscillating wildly, coatinued its descent 
until it struck the earth violently, throwing the aero- 
naut 10 yards out of his car. “The car had turned 
bottom upwards, and there I stood,” says Mr. Wise, 
“congratulating myself, and the perspiration rolling 
down my forehead in profusion.” 

Very different was the experience of Mr. Simmons, 
an areonaut who had made 4% successful ascents. 
While descending near Whitham, im Essex, in 1888, 
bis balloon suddenly burst when within Ofty feet of 
the earth. The car became detacned, fell heavily 
to the ground, and Simmons was fatally injured. 

Jehn Margerisen, who was for half a century em- 
ployed by the Hornby family at the Brookhouse Cot- 
ten Mille, Blackburn, England. has left the bulk of 
his fortune, valued ai over $25,000, for the erection 
of a statue of Mr. William LTlenry Mernby, father 
of Sir W. MH.

The 
sending portion ef the telewriter is a little table 
with a roll of paper, on which the message in writ- 
ten with a pencil connected to twe armifke levers, 
which control the resistances. As the pencil writes 
the measage, the receiver of the tastrument at the 
other end traces the facsimile tn ink. 
can be used In the ordinary way when wanted, while 
the simple act of taking up the'pencil switches the 
telewriter into action. 

The instrument is useful in a hundred ways where 
a telephone might be undesirable. For example,
